Paris, Peace, and Palestine. 

THe proceedings of the Paris Conference have been characterised 
by a tantalising slowness, 
limited, and, what in its ultimate effect is just as serious, there is a 
tendency in some quarters to break away from the pure idealism of the 
Allies, which was voiced with such eloquence by PRESIDENT WILSON. 
The developments in Hungary are a warning of what indefinite delay and 
procrastination may bring, and the admonition applies with even greater 
force to the perplexing Russian situation. One illustration of this 
failure to act is seen in the sudden announcement that it is proposed to 
despatch a special mission to Svria and Palestine with a view to 
reporting on the prevalent conditions in those countries, so as to guide 
the Conference in deciding the form of Government which shonld 
be instituted in respect to them. We do not know whether behind 
this unlooked-for move, and inspiring it, are the contending 
rivalries of different creeds or Powers, But we should have 
thought that sufficient data for a decision were already available. 
The fresh delay now interposed, however, can only have the 
effect of strengthening old differences or creating new ones, and 
the sending of the mission thus intensifies the feeling of dis- 
appointment which the other proceedings of the Conference 
have created. For our own part we can only hope that, 
come what may, this country will be given the mandate in Palestine and 
that Jewish National claims there will not suffer. In this connection we 
would refer to the influential letter to Mr. BALFouR in which a Moslem 
protest is formulated against Jewish nationalism in Palestine. We 
have the greatest respect for the writers of that letter. But when they 
object that Jerusalem is intimately associated with the Mussu!man faith, 
we may point out to them that the same holds good, at least as 
forcibly, in respect to Judaism. In addition, Palestine is the ancestral 
home of the Jew, and surely the Mussulmans, who have for 
centuries enjoyed their own lands, will not begrnodge the Jew 
the opportunity of a soil of his own in the home of his fathers, 
We appreciate all that the signatories of the letter say about the 
good treatment meted out by Moslem States, and note with satisfaction 
their remark that “history proves that the Jew can live in the closest 
amity with their Mussulman fellow-subjects under Moslem rulers.” But 
may not that very fact be taken as an assurance that in a Jewish 
Palestine, too, the mutual consideration that has hitherto existed will 
continue to prevail? We feel confident that on reflection our Mobam- 
medan fellow-citizens will see the justice of the Jewish cause, and will 
abandon any objections to the proposed change in Palestinian Govern- 
ment, which old and long established conditions have, perhaps not 
unnaturally, inspired.

Tue main impression left by the prolonged debate at the Board of 
Deputies last Sunday is that it would have been better if the Board— 
and certainly the Joint Committee—had confined itself to a general 
approval of Jewish Palestinian aspirations and left details or methods to 
the Zionist organisation, the special province of which they necessarily 
must be. To expect the Board and the Anglo-Jewish Association to 
travel in double barness on the road to Jerusalem is impracticable, 
The one, being a fairly representative body, reflects the overwhelming 
popular support of Zionism; the other, having no claim toa representative 
quality, and because it is dominated by notorious anti-Zionists, must 
always present an opposite tendency. Hence the troubles which arose 
at the Board on Sunday. The particular desire of the Association 
was to retain the Clause in the proposals drawn up by the Joint 
Committee of the two bodies, disclaiming for the Jews any political 
or economic privileges or preferences, whereas the Board wished 
to delete it. That some special leverage will, however, have 
to be given to those who become nationally Jews in Palestine, if 
they are to colonise Palestine as the Jewish national home, we 
cannot doubt; and as the rest of the population will benefit by the results, 
we do not see that the advocates of inter-racial justice have any serious 
grounds for lamentation, Naturally, of course, much depends on one's 
point of view; and since Mr. C. ©, MOnTeriore (the President of the 
Anglo-Jewish As*~ ciation) thinks that it is better that Palestine should be 
more Engli<’ than Jewish, then he, of course, would desire to retain the

The Government and Aliens. 


ALL just people—and the phrase, we know, covers the great majority 
of Englishmen and women not blinded by panic or enmity—will thank the 
ARCHBISHOP OF CANTERBURY for the debate that he initiated last Monday 
in the House of Lords on the detestable policy which the Government is 
pursuing concerning enemy Aliens. It is significant that almost every 
speaker—peers of diverse political views—supported his protest, and the 
lame and highly unsatisfactory reply of the Government spokesman (the 
EARL OF JERSEY) only brought fresh protests of the most decisive and 
out-spoken character, The EARL OF JERSEY stated that “the policy of 
the Government was that those who were interned had got to go” 
(he meant repatriated to Germany), “and there was no reason 
to think that that policy wonld be varied in other’ than 
exceptional cases.” Yet the PRIMATE told the House that there was no 
doubt that most of those in the internment camps had been long resident 
in the country, Very many, he said, could not speak German, and had 
no friends in Germany, while many had families by English wives, 
including sons*;who had fought inthe war. The ARCHBISHOP mentioned 
cases of men killed in action, while their fathers remained in intern- 


ment camps; and VISCOUNT BRYCE cited a distressing instance of a. 


German who had lived between thirty and forty years in this country, bad 
married an English wife, and had a family of eleven or twelve children, 
three of whom were in His Majesty’s Forces. This man, whom the local 
authorities declared to be, as far as they knew, perfectly loyal, was at first 
interned, but afterwards released. Several months later somebody told 
the authorities in another town where he happened to be that he was a 
German. He was thereupon thrown into prison, and kept in solitary 
confinement for three months. Subsequently he was sent to an internment 
camp, where heis at this moment. We cannot be surprised if upright men 
and women feel their blood boil at these incidents, and at the thought that 
the residents in camps described by the Archbishop are to be subjected, 
by rule of thumb regulations, to continued suffering, utterly unnecessary 
for the security or well-being of the realm; indeed well-calculated to prove 
detrimental to them. We know and recollect with indignant shame that 
there were pledges given at the Election for the purpose of satisfying 
the lowest instincts of mob sentiment. But, as Lorp PARMOOR said, 
an ‘election cry cannot be made the test of what is right and just; 
and still less, we may add, can a cry uttered in the conditions and 
circumstances of thé recent appeal to the people. As jews, who do 
not forget the injunction to be just to the stranger, we have protested 
against injustice and cruelty and persecution of the sort that was 
denounced in the House of Lords, even in the maddening days of War. 
And the generality of our fellow-citizens will, we are sure, with us re-echo 
the burning words of condemnation spoken on Monday. In these matters, 
to speak frankly, we have to déal not only with fampant prejudice and the 
political weakness that truckles to it, but with permanent officials, here 
and there, whose whole past predisposes them against the victims of this 
agitation. We can only urge once again that sich injustice not alone 
ill accords with the professions with which this country entered the war. 
It entails unmerited cruelty and is derogatory to the fair name of the land. 
It is precisely in the treatment of helpless minorities that lies the true test 
of national sanity and power, national strength and stamina, and those 
who would hurry the country into courses of which the House of Lords 
complained last Monday, would belie the true character of the English 
people.

‘The Sale of Matzoth. 


FOOD CONTROLLER'S ARRANGEMENTS, 


The Ministry of Food has made arrangements in respect of the manufacture 
and sale of matzoth for consumptibn during Passover week, 1919, as follows: 

1. Special flour has been licensed to be milled by various millers for 
delivery to the different matzoth manufacturers, and maximum wholesale and 
retail prices have been fixed in accordance with the schedule set out at foot. 

2. The matzoth manufacturers agreed to these prices as a “ condition of 

gale,” before they purchased the flour from the millers. It is necessary for 
game to be complied with by the retailers, otherwise the matzoth manufacturers 
will be instructed to discontinue supplies. 

3. A written undertaking bas been given by all retailers of matzoth that 
they will not exceed these maximum retail prices. It should be noted that the 
wholesale price includes cost of delivery to the retailer. No extra charge, 
therefore, may be made by the retailer to cover cost of delivery charges. 

4. In order to secure strict adherence to the schedule of prices given 
below, the public are requested to report immediately any coatravention which 
May come under their notice.

IN THE COMMUNAL ARMCHAIR. 


“PEACE, WAR—- 
AND BOLSHEVISM. 


By MENTOR, 


OON after the armistice was signed, a contribution appeared in this 
column to which the caption, e The Oath of the Peoples,” was 
rendered, It depicted something of the horrors of modern war- 
fare. Yet ghastly, terrible, as were the facts which it presented, 

it was manifest that only a tiny corner of the veil was lifted by it 
which hid from the average man the Jazz Dance of Hell that 
careered across so much of the world for upwards of four years. 
It was necessary, in a subsequent article, to declare that although 
the war was suspended, it was not yet ended, and that, therefore, 
the prevailing condition of this and the other belligerent lands 
was still one of War—War suspended but not ended. It was a 
necessary reservation that was then made, because it was a reminder that 
circomstances still obtained which could be met by human beings by no 
other method than warfare; because, to human beings, there has until 
now been practically reveal: d no other, The reminder to which I have 
referred, if it was necessary—and it was—at the time it was made, is even 
more imnortant at this moment. For four-and-a-half months, representa- 
tives of the chief belligerent Powersand delegates of several neutral! nations 
have been foregathering in conference at Paris, The war was constantly 
heralded as a war to end War. And now, as has been well said, the 
Peace Conference threatens to produce a peace that will end Peace, 


HIS explains to some extent why the war went on as long as it did* 
Hateful as War must have been to those responsible for it in al] 
the conntries engaged in the struggle, they doub'less feared even more 
than War, once thev were engaged in it, the laving-down of arms because of 
the menace which Peace would bring to the future peace of the world. 
In the tour-and-a-half months that have elapsed. since the Peace 
Conference foregathered, the aspirations and ideals, the finely-spun 
purposes and the nobly-conceived objects which were to be compassed 
bv the Conference, seem gradually to have crumbled like the 
Dead Sea fruit of the cities of Sin. The great French historian, Lavisse, 
in an address the other dav, described to his pupils at the Ecole Normale 
what has happened. He declared :— 

You «re following the discussions of the Conference of all the 
world, The most different voices speak there. Ancient qnarrels 
revive, and visions, egotisms, hatreds, legacies from the past obstruct 
the future. Yet we h»pe that the Conference will be able, despite 
all these dfficulties, to secure some articles of the creed of a 
humanity which is still without doubt at a great distance. 

“Some articles!” “ the creed of a bnmanity, still at a great distance!’ 
The war whch was ‘o end War, is being followed—it is to be feared— 
by a peace that will end Peace. 


VERY one of us, even those in whom normally and naturally to them 

the vein of pessinism runs, hopes that from the impasse into 
which the Conference has been drawr by circumstances which they 
contd not control, conditions which they did not foresee, and events 
which they could not overcome, may emerge somehow with a better 
message to mankind than M. Lavisse prognosticates. For the condition 
of affairs throughout the world to-day is unmatched by any of which, 
thongh we search throngh all history, we can find any parallel, There 
have been long and exhausting wars ere this, and the belligerents at the 
end of them have lain prone, under the barden which War entails. 
This is not the first time that at the end of a long and wearving 
strnggle, in which hundreds and thousands of the world’s yonth have been 
sac’ ificed to the demon: whic implant blood-lust im the hearts of men— 
thisis not the first time when great nations have been crippled bv war 
and at the end found the resnuit of it all so much less than the objects 


_upon 


of political, social, and economic iniquity. The ideas and the ideals of 
the Western world collided with those of which Tsarist Russia ard the 
Prussia which Bismarck made, were the most conspicuous and the 
most awful examples. The world of liberalism revolted against the world of 
retrogression, the world of freedom against the world of oppression, the 
wor'd of liberty against the world of militarism. 
which thetwo main elements inthe war took uparms, ard forthe prevalence, 
one way or another, of which, thev determined to measure their respec- 
tive strength ; and the fact that Tsarist Russia was opposed to militarist 
Prussia was only a political accident which does not in the least modify 
the real meaning of the world-struggle. The iistant that Russia joi ed 
the Entente, Tsarism was to all intents and purposes dead. If the 
Entente did not mean that Tsarism should die, as sur-ly as it meant 
that Prussian militarism should, then the Russian alliance was an 
absurdity. But when Russian Tsarism died, the Entente looked 
the fact as a defeat rather than a victory. Shortsighte ily, 
it counted bayonets instead of hearts and machine guns instead 
of souls. It counted armies instead of principles, and measured 
battalions instead of the spirit that animates men. With this 
attitude of the Entente towards the Russian Revolution, another struggle 
for re-birth became inevitable. Bolshevism means the revolution of the 
people against itself—the revolution of the people against a system for 
which the people itself became responsible, when War ceased to be the 
concern merely of Dynasts and Kings and their armies, and became that 
of the whole of the belligerent peoples who engaged in it, That fact, it is 
to be feared, was not duly taken into account when the personnel of the 
Conference, which was to end War and initiate the reign of Peace, was 
chosen ; and to that fact, it is probable, must be attributed much of the 
position in which the Conference now finds itself, 


HERE is no need to descant upon the dangers of Bolshevism from 
many points of view or upon the ruinous upset which its prevalence 

must mean to society. There is no need to point to Bo'shevism as a 
creed that is dete«table, because it is the negation of democracy, mean- 


ing as it does the ruling by a single class instead of the government of the 
people by the people, for the people, But we do not get any nearer tound r 
standing the phenomenon of Bolshevism by merely abusing it, not by ca'l- 
ing down inprecations npon the outrageous conduct of those who are 
leading this strange, wild movement of the masses. It is,to be sure,a 
bouleversement of the ideas that have ruled hitherto, when 
Bolshevism declares that the man or woman who earns his or 
ber bread bv the sweat of his or her brow, is to have first 
consideration—that he who labours must have preferential treatment 
by the Srate. But is no more ridiculons than the system 
which gives first consideration to those who are idle becinse they are 
rich, to those who, however ‘themselves incapable of work, live upon 
the sweat of the brows of others. It is, as I say, easy to denounce 
the cruelties, the wicked demoniacal cruelties, if half or quiarer 
of what has been reported of Bolshevists in Russia be true. But 
if what has been reported be the fect, is it all really any worse

Rumania. 


Zuricu (F.O.C.] 

Sixty houses inhabited by Jews were plundered at Braila in the course of 
A pogrom. The synagogue and the Jewish burial ground were desecrated. 
Among the sufferers were widows and orphans who had lost the heads of their 
families in the war. An anti-Semitic riot also occurred at Buzeu. 

At Bucharest, rioters plundered the bouses and shops in two streets, but 
subsequently the Jewish Seif-Defence Company dispersed the booligans. In 
the course of the fighting M. D. J. David lost his life. 

COMPENSATION PROMISED. 

In reply to a memorial submitted to the Government by the Union of 
Rumanian Jews, asking for compensation for the sufferers of the pogroms, the 
Minister of the Interior promised to comply with the request. 

ENGLISH PROTECTION. 

Owing to the persecution of the Jews at Czernowitz, many of our corelig- 
ionists fled to Bucharest. On arriving there they declared that they desired to 
go to Palestine. The authorities did not regard their presence in the city with 
favour, and it was stated that their expulsion was contemplated. The refugees 
appealed to the English Consul, who took them under his protection during 
their sojourn in the city before their departure for Palestine. 


In Ukraine. 


The Under-Secretary of State, writing from the Foreign Office on the 
12th inst., has sent the following letter to the English Zionist Federation :— 

Sir,—I am directed by Earl Curzon of Kediesion to state that the follow- 
ing message has been received through His Majesty’s Commercial Attaché at 
Odessa, from a certain Mr. Grousenberg for communication to you. 

“The extermination of the Jewish population follows the anarchy which 
reigns in Ukrainia. An interrupted butchery, assault on women and a number 
of children are common. The Jewish population of Zhitomir, Berditscheff, 
Ourutsch, Ostrog, Elisavetgrad, Balta, and Proskouroff and dozens of neigh- 
bouring towns and places are being destroyed. Some of the Jewish agricultural 
colonies are quite exterminated and population killed, We ask you to take 
quick and speedy measures to save our brothers,” 


In Galicia. 


COPENHAGEN [F.0.C.] 

Anti-Jewish rioting occurred at Stry, where the Ukrainians plundered 
Jewish businesses and houses. The protests of the Jewish Council against the 
continued molestation of Jews and attacks on their property were of no avail, 
At Wielitzcka, too, a severe pogrom took place. It was organised by the 
recruits, and in the course of the rioting many Jews were wounded, and a large 
number of houses and shops were plundered. The military patrols did not 
interfere, stating that they had no orders to stop the disturbances. 


In Russia. 


CoPpENHAGEN [F.O.C.] 
Rozana, in the province of Grodno, has been the scene of a severe anti- 
Jewish pogrom. As soon as the Polish legionaries captured the town, they 
began to search for Jewish Bolsheviki. The non-Jewish Bolshevik leaders who 
had been arrested were released by them. On one occasion the Polish soldiers 
opened fire on a party of Jews who were on their way to synagogue. In the 
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course of the fusilade the Jews, Chaim Geshelevitz, Asher Pitkowsky, Shamai 
Kamenetzky, Jacob Serazek, Bairach Ab, and joseph Sokolowski were killed, 
and Hershe! Rosensheim, Joseph Likowski, and Katog were severely wounded. 
A regular pogrom then followed, and many houses and shops were plundered. 
It has been established that none of the killed or wounded bad any connection 
with the Bolsbeviki. 


Vladivostock Protests against Pogroms. 
COPENHAGEN [F.O.C.} 

The Municipality of Viadivostock, the Stock Exchange, Chamber of Com- 
merce, and leaders of all the Kussian political parties have adopied a strong 
protest against the pogroms in Poland. 


Rioting at Budapest. 
Zuricu [F.0.C.] 

As the result of an agitation against Jews, at various public gatherings, a 
mob, at Baodapest. attacked and plundered Jewish restaurants. The rioters 
then entered the National Theatre, expelled all Jews present, and compelled 
the management to terminate the performance. Jews were also driven out from 
restaurants and cafés, The mob demanded the resignation of all Jewish 
ministers, and of the pro-Jewish Premier, Count Karolyi, 


Anti-Semitism in Germany. 


Zuricu [F.O.C.] 

The German State Departments controlling the wheat and corn supplies 
insist that candidates applying for posts should state their religion, As a rule, 
applications from Jews are not treated favourably. The Jewish Press strongly 
protested against the continuation of the old regulations, which rested on the 
suspicion that Jews hoarded food and traded illegally. 

The National Liberal Party (now known as National Party) bas decided to 
form a bioc with the Conservatives (known as People’s Party), subscribing, 
among other matters, to the latter's anti-Semitic programme. Althougb both 
parties fared badly during the elections the anti-Semitic sirength would be 

‘ mented by the combination.

COPENHAGEN [F.O.C.} 
M. Geldelman (a Poalé Zionist) has been appointed Minister of Labour in 

the Ukiaine Cabinet. 


Jews in the New Hungarian Cabinet. 


A Central News telegram sent from Bale on Wednesday says :-— 

The Reichpost (Vienna) points out that the new Hungarian Government 
comprises thirty members, Of this number twenty-four are Jews and six are 
Christians. It is not believed that the Magyars will follow such a Government. 


Jewish Public Worship in Greece. ' 


The Greek Official Journal has published a decree ordering that every 
Jewish community in Greece, numbering at least fifty families, who are perma- 
nent residents, is obliged to pay to the State annually the sum of 12,000 drachmas 
(francs) towards the cost of maintaining Jewish public worship.

than — is it, to be frank, as bad, as-——the outrages in Russia for 
which Tsarism was responsible, the infamaus wickedness of the Ochrana, 
or such abominations as the wholesale evacuation of a quarter of a 
million of our people under the guise of military necessity, to which, 
early in the war, it was my painful duty to call attention? The Con- 
ference at Paris seems disposed to try to stamp out Bolshevism by 
military force. But Bolshevism is previsely a protest against military 
force and all social and economic forces upon which militarism relies, It 
would seem therefore that the application of further military force is 
more likely to increase the hold of Bolshevism upon the minds of people 
rather than to eliminate it, 


ND here I must break off—as they say in the House of Commons, 

I must adjourn and ask leave to sit again. For Bolshevism has 

now, and will have increasingly in the future, a particular interest for us 
Jews, which it were ridiculous and short-sighted for us to ignore. Because 
Bolshevism is rightly unpopular and because all men and women of right 
thinking loathe and abominate the outrage and the murder, the injustice 
and the terrorism associated with Bolshevism, it were absurd to suppose 
that we have said the last word about it as Jews by making some such 
declaration, as | observe Major Lionel de Rothschild ventured the other 
day, when he said he very much doubted whether any good jews, any 
believing were Bolshevists. This, of course, is,in fact, mere moonshine, 
The gallant Major was evidently unaware that, to give only one instance, 
one of the men who stands and has stood as a great Jewish religious 
force, in America, a “ believing” Jew if ever there was one, an earnest 
high-minded man, although it may be somewhat bizarre, had declared 
publicly his sympathy with Bolshevism, It must be taken for granted 
that a man like Dr. J. L. Magnes before so proclaiming bimself, was satisfied 
that Bolshevism and Judaism are not as entirely incompatible as Major 
de Rothschild evidently thinks. In any case we Jews cannot airily 
dissociate all Jews from Bolshevism by declaring that to be a Bolshevist 
is necessarily to be a bad Jew, The ranging himself of Dr, J, L, Magnes 
as a Bolshevist—to say nothing of the many excellent Jews who are 
Bolshevists in Eastern lurope to-day—proves the futility of the 
Major's observation, No folly canld be greater than for us Jews to show 
the white feather of cowardice in pretending what is untrue, and to 
declare that the political creed of Bolshevism and the religious creed of 
Judaism are incompatible merely because the association of Jews with an 
unpopular movement may be awkward for us. The truth in the long run 
is our surest buckler, It will neverin the end fail-us. It wese well, then, 
to examine what the exact meaning of the portent we call Bolshevism is, 
and why Jews have become associated with it, That I propose to 
attempt, as the novels say, in the next chapter, 
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Bolshevism and the Jews. 
MR. ISRAEL ZANGWILL AND THE “MORNING POST.” 


The Morning Post of Tuesday printed the following letter fram Mr. Israel 
Zangwill :— 

In a leader of the 20th instant, you called in the Times as “a witness 
who will not be suspected of partiality” to testify to “the sentiments and .. . 
the demonstrations countenanced by Mr. Zangwill” at the Albert Hall. Suffer 
me to be amused at your idea of the Times, for it so happens that this degenerate 
organ, once the forum of Britain, not merely forbore to publish my true senti- 
ments, but brazenly refused to allow me to correct its suppression of the true 
and its suggestion of the false. : 

The fact is, that I was not a silent “assistant” on the platform. 1 made 
the longest speech of the evening, but strictly in reference to the advertised 
object of the meeting, viz., protestation against intervention in Russia~a 
policy now apparently the Governmental one—and I began by repudiating 
Bolshevism and disavowing the irrelevant utterances that had preceded mine. 
Not to make the world safe for majorities, but to make the world safe for 
minorities, seems to me the ideal political aim. It is trae that I appeared in 
“compromising” company, but I would rather be compromised in a good 
cause than reported verbatim by the Times in a bad ong. And I know no 
better cause than to save our soldiers and our country from a continuance of 
the saperhumanly prolonged fighting of which Bolshevism, like the influenza 
plague, is the natural sequel. 

That Jews should be immune from either was hardly’ to be expected. 
But tbat even in Russia they are not all on one side is tragically shown by the 
fact that the girl who wounded Lenin was of the race of Trotsky. And, oddly 
enough, as I was writing to you, I received a visit from an influential Rassian 
Jew, newly escaped from Petrograd, who is planning an anti-Bolshevist 
crusade, and who with tears in his eyes and voice, declared he would sacrifice 
his last rouble, nay, life itself, to save Russa for real democracy. Thethought 
of the thousands dying from hunger—while professional Bolshevists banquetted 
royally—made him unable, he declared, to swallow his own food. According 
to him, there is abundant food in Russia, though disorganisation or tyranny 
prevents its distribution. 

But since Bolshevism and the influerza mock at frontiers, it is clear that 
the world is increasingly becoming one place, and therefore I fail to perceive 
why you read a lurid Semitic significance into my view that State Sovereignty 
is a conception “absurd and antiquated.” That view is surely implicit in the 
projected League of Nations; it was indeed already implicit in Christianity, so 
that your phrase, “the nationalism of the Christian nations,” seems as para- 
doxical to me as it doubtless would appear to Lord Hugh Cecil, if nationalism 
is to imply an autocratic sovereignty transcending international obligations of 
Reason and Justice. But whether my view be right or wrong, do, please, 
allow me elbow-room and breathing-space as an individual writer, without 
affixing the responsibility for my heresies to my race or community. Are all 
Christian authors in agreement with one another or with the mass of their 
feilow-citizens ?

UNITED SYNAGOGUE. 


“BUDGET NIGHT.” 


A meeting of the Council was held yesterday week at Jews’ College. Mr, 
ROBERT WALEY COHEN, one of the Vice-Presidents, was in the Chair. 

The CHAIRMAN moved votes of condolence to the following members of 
the Council: Mr. Felsenstein, who had lost his son ; Mr. S. M. Heilbut, onthe 


death of his daughter; and Mr. J. Freedman on his wife's death. The votes 
were carried unanimously. 


THE ANNUAL ACCOUNTS. 


Mr. S. H. EMANUEL, one of the Treasurers, said that before he entered 
into a brief résumé of the accounts which he had to present, he would like to 
express his gratitude to the Council for having given him a very able and loyal 
colleague (Mr. Frank D. Benjamin) to assist him in his work. He came before 
them with a balance-sheet which was happier than the one he had to 
present to them last year. But it was not as happy a one as he hoped they 
would have next year. The gross ordinary income nad increased by over 
£2,000, partly due to an increase from the constituent synagogues, which was 
satisfactory. (Hear, hear.) It was also due to an increase from other depart- 
ments. There had been more marriages in the past year, and an increase for 
the Chief Rabbi’s Fund and from funded property. Sut there had beena 
decrease in refunded Income Tax. He would point out in passing that legacies 
and gifts in memoriam had increased. It was thought that the United 
Synagogue was very rich. To his colleague and himself who had to dea! with 
the monies, it was apparent that the instrfation was not so rich as people 
thought. They had a great many funds to handle, but those funds had 
specific trusts attached to them so that they could not be used for general 


purposes, and when such sums were taken away from the monies 
of the United Synagogue the amount that conld be used for general 


purposes was verysmall. Dealing with the expenditare, Mr. Emanne! said that 
they had to distribute mary more matzoth to poor people who reqaired them 
than they had done in the previous year. As they all knew, there were deficit 
Synagogues and surplus synagogues, and the rciher he!ped the poorer, which 
was the right thing todo. There were two or three s\ navogues whose deficits 
were increasing yearly. He wanted to see those synagogues do what they 
could to help themselves by economising. He was not saying that they did 
not do their duty. [If a synagogue was paying its way, presumally it was domrg 
its doty. If it was not, there must be some reason for it. When la ve pav- 
ments were being made to keep it from bankrap'cy, enquiries mas: be insi- 
tuted to see if it was doing its duty spiritually to its members) That wis one 
of the reasons why deficit synagogues should cut down their expenses ai much 


as they possibly could, of course maintaining their efficiency. He didnot know 
if it was in consequence of what he suggested last year, that too much money 
was expended on choirs, but certainly since then they liad saved somethin: ike 
£100 on the choirs, which sum he hoped would be larger nex: yea Tiere had 
been an increase in the seat rentals of the constituent svn woenes bat a 
decrease in temporary seats. Offerings had increased Cumg the year. 
On the other hand there had been increases in sa'aries to offic a's, etc The 
estimates for 1919 hardly differed from those of last year. They expected, if he 


might put it that way, the marriage mirket to go up. On the other hand, 
what they would have to pay to the Board of Deputies ander the altered con- 
stitution whereby the United Synagogtte had a larger representation, was esti- 


mated at £20. The appeal that had been male to seathoders to 
contribute towards a fund for ministers in consequence of the war 
and the cost of living having risen, had been succes-fal. Bat 


the fact remained that of the eight thousand seatholders appealed to, only 
five hundred contribured. Some contributed large sums, some as littte as halt- 
a-crown, and some wrote to say that they wanted some supp'ement to their 
Own incomes, even more than the ministers did. He had symparhy with them 
because, althongh they would have liked to have g ven, they conld not. With 
reyard to those who gave half-a-crown, he expressed his thanks on behalf of 
the Council. To those who had not g ven, becaus* thev would have preferred 


the money to have been raised bv the United Synagogue, it was exnp!aned that 
it would have cost £300 or £400 more than the sum collec ed, to dis- 
tribute it. But the objectors sull stuck to their prine:p'e—and to their money. 
In considering what was the |est wav to obtain the money, it was sugvested that 


the United Synagogue had funded properties that they might use for the pu: pose. 


It was asked: “How about the money that you have?” And another 
remarked: ‘“‘ You are a very, very rich body!” tle wished all present to 
understand that their liquid assets were for the establ:sh ment of new synagogues 
where they were needed. Let the Council consider what the r ob!igations wre. 
They had to keep up at least the fabric of the synagogues they had built. The 
result of the war had been to mike that cost double.if not more than double, 
what it was. Were the synagogues to go to ruin because they had no | quid 


assets? They could mortgage their synagogues, but he was not in favour of 
such a course. Asa religious body they should set an example indiv duals. 
A place—jJewish or non-jJewish—in which one worshipped God, sheuld not 
be ased if it had not been paid for. (Hear, bear) He urged them not to 
let the money they had be frittered away in useless expenditure. 

The various accounts were passed. 

The CHAIRMAN proposed a vote of thanks to the Treasurers of the United 
Synagogue, the Treasurers of the Investments and Trusts Funds, the Trea-urers 
of the Burial Society, Visitation Fund, and Associate Synagogue Commitee 
for their attention to the r various duties. | 

Mr. ALBERT M. WooOLF, Vice-President, seconded the motion, which was 
carried unanimously.

The resignation of Sir Herbert B. Cohen, Bart, as one of the Treasurers 
of the Burial Society, was regretfully accepted. 

It was resolved to erect a Synagogue in Golders Green, as a Constituent 
en of the United Synagogue. The site of the property is in Dunstan 

oad. 

The following contributions were reported :—/30 from the Spanish and 
Portuguese Synagogue to the Visitation Committee for the current year; £50 
from the West London Synagogue of British Jews to the Burial Society of the 
United Synagogue ; £30 from the West London Synagogue to the Visitation 
Committee and £15 to the Jewish Discharged Prisoners’ Aid Society. A 
legacy of £20 from the Executors of the late Mr. Johan D. Moss to the New 
West End Synagogue; and a gift of £50 from Mrs. Frederic S. Franklin in 
memory of her late husband to the same Synagogue were also reported, 

The Council resolved that a pension be paid to the Rev. A. E. Gordon, 
Second Reader at the Great Synagogue, on his resignation, and the Board of 
Managément was authorised to appointa Temporary Reader for a period of one 
year. It was also agreed that a pension be granted to the widow of the Rev. 
D. Wasserzug, Minister of the Dalston Synagogue, and the Board of Manage- 
ment was authorised to appoint a Temporary Assistant Reader. The Board of 
Management of the Borough Synagogue was granted permission to appoint a 
Temporary Beadle and Collector. The Council agreed to the appointment of 
the Trustees to the Endowment Fand for the Hebrew and Religion Classes of 
the North London Synagogue and to the investment of the money as set forth 
by the Executive Committee. Permission was granted to that Synagogue to 
continue the temporary appointment of the Rev E. Gelfer as Reader fora 
further period of six months as from March Ist,19 9 The applications of the 
New and St. John’s Wood Synagogue for an additional representative at the 
Board of Deputies were granted. A similar request from the Dalston 
Synagogue was not complied with. 


VICTORIA AND CHELSEA (ASSOCIATE) SYNAGOGUE, 


A ball was held yesterday week at the Chelsea Town Hall, in aid of the 
Ladies’ Guild and Religion Classes. The function was a great success, both 
socially and financially, and was attended by the Mayor and Mayoress of 
Chelsea. About three bundred persons were present. 

The arranzements were carried out by Mesdames H. Kosky, J]. Nelken and P 
Levene; Councillor H. Kosky, J.P., Capt. Chapman, R.A.F., Messrs. J. Nelken, W 
Adler, H. Rosen, and the Hon. Secretary (Mr. Pierre Levine). 

Prior to the interval, some fifty discharged and demobilised Jewish soldiers 
gathered in the centre of the hal and received a hearty welcome. 

Councillor H Kosky, ].P., the President of the Congregation, in introducing the 
Mayor, said that they had met that even:ng to show their great affection and regard 
for the Jewish boys of their congregation (the majority of whom were members) on 
their return from Active Service. He was interested in public wor in Stepney, and 
he wou d like to state that there was barely a house in East London that had not sent 
a man to share in the glorious victory for King and Country. He hoped that the 
presence of the Mayor would result in a bond of union between the local community 
aod their congregation, 

The Mayor (who was received with applause) expressed his delight at the honour 
afforded him of welcoming hom: the Jewish soldier boys of Chesea. The borough 
owed them a deep debt of gratitude for what they had done for the honour and glory 
of their counfry. Both the Jewish Community and his own Community mourned the 
loss of tho xe who had laid down their lives so that their country might be saved from 
a wicked agzressor. On behalf of the Borough of Chelsea he extended to them a 
hearty welcome and wished them a prosperous future. (Cheers.) 

Capt. CHAPMAN, R.A.F., moved a vote of thanks to the Mayor and Mayoress, 
which was seconded by Councillor H. Kosky, J.P. 


The League of British Jews. 
“Why Cumbereth it the Ground?” 


From Mr. MICHAEL A. GREEN, 26, Upper Hamilton Terrace, N.W. 
{To THe Epiror.] 


Sir,—In an editorial note under the above heading you seek to discredit 
the League of British Jews on your assumption that its membership comorises 
about one-half per cent. only of the Angilo-Jewish population. You fail to 
appreciate that, however enthusiastic English people may be for a cause, onlya 
relatively small number enrol mem ers of a League. In proof, venture to 
repeat what I stated at the general meeting to which you refer, 

On the Ist March the membership of the League of Nations Union, the 
pioneer of the cause which is remodelling the world, was not four times as 
large as the membership of the League of British Jews. In other words, by 
the test of numbers, the League has been some thirty-five times m ore successful 
than the Union, Yet none, I think, would ask in your words of the League of 
Nations Union, “ Why cumbereth it the ground?” on the score of its member- 
ship representing only 0143 per cent. of the population of the British Isles. 

The vile atmospheric conditions which affected the attendances of the 
League meetings at Hampstead on the 16th February and at Steinway Hall on 
the 19th inst., appear also to have affected the vision of your representative. 
On both occasions you report the attendances as being two or three times 
smaller than they really were. I affirm this after official verification of my own 
enumeration when present at the two meetings. 


[Our representative assures us that it is as far from the fact to say that 
his vision on the occasion of the meeting referred to was aff-cted in 
the manner our correspondent asserts, as it would be to suggest that 
our correspondent must have seen double, But giving him all he 
asks, he will perceive that he does not shake very materially the 
point we made when we c:mpared the number supporting the 


The Clergy and the J.R.E.B, 


Jewish Religious Education Board. 


IN SREASED SALARIES FOR TEACHERS, 
A meeting of the Jewish Religious Education Board was held on Monday, 


| at the Central Synagogue Chambers, Mr. A. E, FRANKLIN, J.P., the Presi- 


dent, wasin the Chair, 
The Prestpent, in moving a vote of condolence to Lord Swaythling, 


+ mentioned :hat the heads of almost every Jewish institution in London were 


relatives of the late Lady Swaytiting; who hai no less than two hundred and 
ten nephews and nieces. She was the “aunt” of the community. 

The vote was carried. 

The PresitpenrtT said that the Executive Committee had been considering 
the question of an imoroved scale of salaries for teachers. A saving had been 
effected last year of £750 owing toa reduction—an unfortunate reduction—in 
the Board's work due to the air raids and other causes. The executive had 
decided that this sum should be made available for raising the salaries of the 
teachers. They owed a duty to their teachers who had been distinctly under. 
paid, and had not put any pressure upon the Board, only making proposals 
when invited to do so. The new scale provided for a salary of 33. to 3s. &d. 
per hour for the lst grade; 3s. 6d, to 4s. 8d. for the 2nd grade; 4s. 8d to 
5s. 4d. for the 3rd grade; and 5s. 4d. to 6s. for superintendents. It was con- 
sidered that this was a fair and equitable scale in view of the resources at the 
disposal of the Board, Some of their teachers had not the qualifications on 
which the scale was based, but in no case would the salary fall below £18 per 
annum, and ever? teacher should have an immediate increase of £4. Possibly 
the Supervision Committee could devise some means whereby the older teachers 
who had not taken the Jews’ College examination could take an alternative 
examination after attending a course of lectures, 

Mr. I. ‘-OLDSTON, in moving the adoption of the revised scale, said that 
the Supervision Committee viewed with great pleasure the step which had been 
taken to revise the teachers’ salaries. He wished it to be generally known that 
the revision had not taken place asa result of war condirions, but for a long 
time those concerned with the work of the Board had felt that the teachers 
were not being paid in accordance with the time and labour they put into their 
work, Even now they could not have made this attempt at revision had the 
funds not been rendered availab'e by circumstances to which the President had 
referred, In addition to the money now being absorbed for increased salaries, 
the Board would shortly have to incur an expenditure of five or six hundred 
pounds for renewal of equipment, which was in a very poor condition 

Mr. E. NORDEN said that the teachers welcomed the new scale and 
accepted it unanimously. He endorsed what Mr. Goldston had said as to the 
urgent need of the renewal of the equipment of the classes. 

The Rev Isipore Harris, M.A., said he hoped it would be possible to 
provide for the renewal of equipment during the coming year, when he expected 
to raise £4,000 for the Board He hoped the members of the Board would 
assist in the effort he was making. 

The scale was approved, and the question of an alternative examination 
for older teachers was referred to the Supervision Committee. 

Mr J]. BERNBERG urged that action should be taken to re-organise the 
local Cummittees of Managers, 

Mr. J]. MELLER complained that the Managers now had no responsibility 
and no duties. 

Miss H. Hvam said that the Managers could do excellent work if they 
dealt with the question of attendance. 

Mr. |. GoLpston said that both teachers and children were encouraged 
by visits from managers. 

The PRESIDENT siid he proposed to call a meeting of ministers with a 
view to fé-organising the local committees, and possibly additional powers 
would be vested in them. 

It was reported that extra charges by the London County Council! for the 
hire of classrooms would entail an additional annual expenditure of /90. 


A Serious Allegation, 


From ‘A MEMBER OF THE BOARD.” 
{To THe 


Sir,—Anyone who was present the other evening at the month'y meeting 
of the Jewish Religious Elucation Bord, must have been struck by the 
absence of the entire body of the Orthodox clergy—the Chief Rabbi, his 
Dayanim, and the rank and file of his ministers. I see that fourteen Orthodox 
ministers are accredited to the Board, whose business it is to organise religious 
instraction on orthodox lines for some s'x or seven thou:and children attending 
elementary schools and local classes. Not one of them thought it worth his 
while to attend the monthly meeting at which imporrant matters were seriously 
debated; bat it was a curious spectacle to ses the Metropolitin Clergy repre- 
sented on this occasion by—a Reform Minister whom there is no need to name, 
({, of course, am aware that my animadversions cannot justly apply to the 
Rev. J. F. Stern, who is still stricken with severe illness from which, however, 
he is happily recovering). Attendance at msetings is often a tedious and 
humdram affaic ; bat how otherwise mem>ers minatain their interest in 
an institution to which they belong, not to spe.k of the duty which rests upon 
them to support their President in his self-sacrificing labours ? 

Nor have ths ortho lox clergy shown interest in the Board in other direc- 
tions. They certainly have not manifested any particular zea! in the collection 
of funds. Andthe complaints made the other evening of their failure as 
organising ministers of Comarttees of Masagers of the various classes 
indicate that they have not even done their duty in supervising the individual 
schools for which they are respoas:‘ble.

ZIONISTS AND PALESTINE. 


MR. LUCIEN WOLF’S UNAUTHORISED ACTION. 


A meeting of the Board of Deputies was held on Sunday at Jews’ 
College. Sir STUART SAMUEL, the President, was in the Chair. 

The PRESIDENT submitted the following report of the Joint Foreign 
Committee :— 

The Committee passed a unanimous vote recording its deep regret at the death of 
Mr. B. Kisch, who for many years has been actively interested “ foreign affairs. 

In accordance with yo 4 given by the parent bodies, the Committee added to 
its number Mr. M. Cash and Mr, M. Levy, representing the Association of Jewish 
Friendly Societies. 


Mr. Wolf was instructed to present a report at the mext meeting as to the recent 
oms. 


The Committee considered a long report from Mr. Wolf as to progress made at 
Paris, and another report from him on the Polish negotiations in that city. 

Mr. H. S. Q. Henriques undertook, at the Committee's request, to prepare a 
statement on Sunday Trading in England for the use of the Polish delegates in Paris. 

Lord Rothschild and Lord Swaythling having intimated that they would be unable 
to proceed to Paris, the following gentlemen were appointed as delegates: Sir Stuart 
M. Samuel, Bart., Mr. C. G. Montefiore, Mr. Joseph Prag, and Mr. H. S. Q. Henriques, 

It was reported to the Committee that the statement of policy on the Palestine 
y conewage had been passed and adopted by the Board of Deputies with the omission of 

use 5 and with a slight alteration in Clause 6, and that the Council of the Anglo- 
Jewish Association, on the other hand, while accepting the alteration in Clause 6, had 
passed and adopted the statement with the inclusion of Clause 5. In these circumstances, 
after full discussion, itwas proposed by Lord Swaythling, seconded by Mr. B. Benas, 
aad resolved by 8 votes to 4, that in view of the divergence of opinion as to Clause 5 
which had arisen on the part of the parent bodies, the Committee recommends that 
the question of Palestine should be withdrawn from its purview at present, 

In moving that the report be received, the PRESIDENT said it would be seen 
that the Joint Committee had not been able to agree upon the Memorandum ia 
regard to Palestine. Originally, when the Committee was elected, the question of 
Palestine had been excluded from its purview, and the Board had elected its 
representatives without reference to their views on this question, whereas the 
representatives of the Anglo-Jewish Association were almost of one view, a view 
antagonistic to that of the Zionists. There was thus always a considerable 
majority for one point of view, and when the question of Palestine was admitted 
it was almost impossible to arrive at an agreement. The consequence was that 
the Committee thought—especially as its efficiency was being threatened 
—that it was better to recommend the parent bodies to revert to the 
Original pesition. He had supported Sir Adolph Tuck in his view that 
an agreement might be arrived at. But the views prevailing were found 
to be so divergent that it was thought better to refer the question 
of Palestine to the parent bodies. The Anglo-Jewish Association had a 
Palestine Committee ; the Board had its own Foreign Committee, and it was 
quite competent to deal with the question of Palestine if the Board should so 
decide. The Board had the option of approving the Memorandum with the 
Omission of Clause 5, which referred to special privileges in Palestine. But a 
letter had been received from Dr. Weizmann, submitting the plan which had 
been presented to the Peace Conference, and, as far as he (the President) was con- 
cerned, he could not see what objection could be taken to those proposals. 
Indeed, he personally thought they did not go far enough. He thought it 
right to tell the Board that the position had been complicated further by the 
fact that Mr. Lucien Wolf had communicated the original Memorandum to the 
members of the British Delegation in Paris, and that report had been considered 
and discussed. Mr. Wolf had communicated it unofficially, and saw no 
objection to his doing so asit had been published in the Jewish press, He (the 
President) thought it right publicly to state that Mr. Wolf had no authority to 
present any official document upon the question of Palestine, and he made that 
statement so that no misconception might arise upon that point. In justice to 
Mr. Wolf, be bad to add that Mr. Wolf bad since communicated to the gentlemen 
concerned the fact that the Board had not approved of Clause 5, although the 
Anglo-Jewish Association had done so. The report, however, had been 
ocse docketed, and put among the archives of the British Delegation in 

aris. 

Alderman H. J. WALFORD enquired what powers Mr. Wolf had in Paris, 

The PRESIDENT said that bis duties were to follow the instructions of the 
Joint Committee. 

Dr. S. Datcnes asked whether their work was to be nullified in this way. 
He thought it was impossible to arrive at an agreement with the Joint Com- 
mittee, and he referred to the speech delivered by Mr, Montefiore at the meeting 
of the League of British Jews as reported in the Jewisu CHRONICLE, What 
possibility, he asked, was there of arriving at an agreement with men of Mr. 
Montefiore’s mentality? He asked what had been done in regard to pogroms 
in Ukrainia, and requested more information in regard to the Polish position. 


The PRESIDENT said that Mr. Wolf was conducting negotiations with the 


Polish Party in Paris. These negotiations were of an extremely confidential 
and delicate character and it was not possible to make a fuller statement at 
sent. 

Mr. H. S. O. HENRIQUES stated that if it appeared desirable that informa- 
tion of a technical legal character were required in Paris he would be willing to 
go in the place of Lord Rothschild, but he wished to make it clear, on public and 
personal grounds, that his expenses would have to be defrayed. (Hear, hear.) 

The PRESIDENT said that at the last meeting he had promised Dr. 
Joche!mann to raise the question of an enlarged delegation to Paris in order to 
give it a more democratic character. The point had been considered, but the 
Joint Committee thought that the delegation should consist solely of 
members of that Committee, and he did not see his way to carry the matter 
further at present. 

Dr. DAicHEs said he was troubled by the statement in the Report that 
information was being supplied to the Polish delegation, He thought that great 
care should be taken in this matter. 

The PRESIDENT said that they were working in co-operation with the 
British Government in the matter. These general matters being disposed of, 
he begged the Board to revert to the Palestinian question, and he requested 
the Solicitor and Secretary to read Dr. Weizmann's proposals, for which he 
(the President) had not received permission to treat them as public. 

(The proposals were set forth in the interview with Dr. Weizmann in our 
issue of the 7th inst. ] 

Mr. H. S. Q. HENRIQUES urged that the letter should be referred to the 
Board's Foreign Committee. He could not see that a reference of that kind 
would prejudice the Board, The resolution to withdraw the question of Pales- 
tine from the Joint Committee had been carried by eight to four, and he 
had been one of the four. If there was a majority upon the Committee 

determined to pull one way it was no use throwing back upon them this 
particular question. In the interests of peace and good work, he thought 
they would have to acquissce in the withdrawal. But it didseem hard that they 
= not secure an agreement, when after all the point dividing them was a 
small one. 


Mr. ERNEST LESSER pleaded that even at that eleventh hour an attem 
should be made to compose their differences. He maintained that they ought 


not to look upen these differences as inevitable, and should endeavour to 


harmony and concord into their relations with the Anglo-Jewish Association and 
the Joint Committee. The vote taken at the last meeting of the Board was 
in Do sense a representative vote. 

The PRESIDENT said that Mr. Lesser was not entitled to make capital out 
of the figures of any particular vote. If members left the meeting knowing a 
wote was ‘o be taken oo an important question, no ene was entitled to say 
afterwards it was not a representative vote. 

Mr. Lesser said that be was-entitled to point out that on a vitally serious 
question only about forty people had takee part in the voting, and they could 
not attach the same importance to the decision as if it had been taken at a full 
meeting of the Board. The matter at issue was very important. What they 
had forgotten was not the point of difference but the large measure of agree- 
ment. Apart from Clause 5 they had agreed on the whole of the rest of the 
programme, He thought a lot too much fuss had been made about 
Clause 5. It did not follow because they did not set down a ceriain 
principle in black and white that ia practice it would not be followed. It 
was absurd to contend that because they had not laid it down, people in power 
in Palestine hereafter were not going to give equality of treatment. That was 
a most unwarranted conclusion, It meant that the Jews could pot be trusted 
to show the most elementary sense of justice. That wasa most disgraceful 
reflection on our own people. Although these words were not in the Memo- 
randum, he could not understand anyone making a fight about their not going 
in. It was rather unfortunate that Lord Rothschild and Sir Stuart Samuel 
should have detected an inconsistency berween Clause 5 and Clause l. He 
thought they were mistaken in holding that opinion. He hoped they would 
see that they were mistaken and would change their views. But even assuming 
they could not see their way to alier their opinion, the real point of difference 
was avery small one. And if so, were they to throw up the sponge and 
abandon all hope of an agreement ? Such a conclusion would be very unfortunate 
and a grave reflection on the commonsense and elementary statesmanship of 
the Community. He most sincerely boped that the recommendation as to the 
withdrawal of the question of Palestine from the Joint Committee would 
mot be accepted, and that the matter would be referred back to the Commitice 
with an expression of opinion laying stress onthe large measure of agreement 
and the smal! measure of difference. 

Mr. S. E. pe Haas asked if the withdrawal meant that Anglo-Jewry would 
express no opinion on the question of Palestine. 

The PRESIDENT said that the suggestion was that the Anglo-Jewish 
Association should work through its Palestinian Committee, and the Board 
through its own Foreign Committee. 

Mr. De HAAs: So two separate reports would be put forward ? 

The PRESIDENT said that if the two Committees arrived at the same con- 


. clusion, there would only be one report. If they arrived at divergent conclu- 


sions, there would be two reports. 

LorD ROTHSCHILD said that Mr. Lesser had made certain statements 
which he felt bound to answer. The first point to which he wisbed to draw his 
attention was the fact that a special meeting of the Anglo-Jewish Association 
had been convened to consider a new wording of Clause 5. He maintained that 
if the President and he had not pressed forward their views the Anglo- 
Jewish Association would not have taken this step and they evidently felt—in 
view of the opinion that had been expressed-——that it was very much better to 
come to a united opinion in Anglo-Jewry than to continue to have divergent 
opinions. He personally was quite willing to accept the alteration proposed 
by the Anglo-Jewish Association, but was not prepared to do what Mr. Lesser 
suggested. He wouldilike to point out that with the Clause altered as 
suggested there wou!d not be in substance a single point of difference between 
their Memorandum and Dr. Weizmann's proposals. If this suggestion were 
adopted, the two reports would be identical in substance though in different 
language. He thought it would be preferable that both bodies should agree on 
this alteration, because if Dr. Weizmann's proposals were brought before the 
Joint Committee—as they must be if the matter was referred back-—there 
would be the same objections raised and the same difference of opinion 
asserted, which really did not exist, and would not exist if the changed Clause 
as proposed by the Anglo-Jewish Association were passed. He thought that if 
the letter of Dr. Weizmann and his proposals were referred to their Foreign 
Committee, with the rider attached, that the Board approved the alteration in 
Clause 5 of their Memorandum as proposed by the Anglo-Jewish Association, 
they would come to an agreement. 

Dr. S. Datcues said that the position was becoming obscured. He 
attributed Mr, Wolf's action in sending the document in the form he did to the 
British Delegation to the lack of clarity in the situation. He could see no 
chance of agreement with those who had expressed themselves as out and out 
anti- Zionists 

Lieut.-Col. C. QO. HENRIQUES said that he wasa representative of the 
West London Synagogne of British Jews, a body that was quite as British as 
the League of British Jews, of which he wasnota member. (Hear, hear.) He 
asked whether it would not be possible for the Board to adopt the very reason- 
able proposals of Dr. Weizmann. This course would probably carry much 
more weight wiih the Peace Conference than any other reports. The Jews of 
England ought to support Dr. Weizmann's proposals without hesitation or 
division. 

Mr. B. S. Straws sald he had been one of the four who had opposed the 
withdrawal of the question of Palestine from the purview of the Joint 
Committee. They bad been within an inch of agreement, and he thought they 
could still reach agreement. All statesmanship was based on compromise. 
They had been so close to agreement that he had made a strong appeal to the 
Committee not to abandon the effort to reach unity. There was not one single 
word in Dr. Weizmann's proposals which they could not agree to. They were 
remarkably moderate demands. The trouble was that many Zionists went 
much further. The principle set forth in Clause 5 was practically included in 
De. Weizmann’s scheme, and he could not understand why Dr. Daiches should 
quarrel with his chief. Dr, Weizmann was a man of great ability. During 
the war he had done good work for this country, and now he was putting his 
powers at the disposal of the Zionist movement. He (Mr. Straus) thought it 
very regrettable that certain members of the Joint Committee should take up 
the attitude they did. The Commitiee had gone a long way together, anda 
number of unnecessary and frivolous objections had been dropped. Whatever 


‘they did on this question ought to be unanimous. He hoped they would be 


able to come to a considered agreement. If they could not come to such an 
agreement, it would be a standing disgrace to this Community. With a little 
consideration, a little give-and-take, a little statesmanship, he thought they 
could be at one. . 

The PRESIDENT said that if the clause suggested by the Anglo-Jewish 
Association had been before the Joint Committee he thought it would have 
been adopted. It was a compromise upon which their differences disappeared. 
On the other band, he was perfectly certain that Dr. Weizmann's proposals, as 
they stood, had no chance of being adopted by the Joint Committee, The 
following words were suggested by the Anglo-Jewish Association : 

That the Statement of Policy with regard to Palestine adopted at the last mecting 
of the Council, with the following amendments, be presented to the Peace Conference: 

(a) That for Clause 5 (“ That no political or economic privileges or preferences be 


created in favour of any race or religious Community”) be substituted: “ That there 
shall be the fullest equality of political and economic rights for the members of all 
races and religious communities.” 

(6) That the words “before the law” in Clause 4 (which reads, “That for the 


whole population of Palestine there stall be complete religious equality before the 
law") be omitted, 


Mr. Josep Prac said that there could be no reason why they should not 
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adopt the Anglo-Jewish Association's proposals. By being united on this ques- 
tion they would strengthen their position in the eyes of the world. 

Dr. JOCHELMANN expressed dissatisfaction at the failure of the President 
to redeem his pledge in regard to giving the Anglo-Jewish delegation to Paris a 
more democratic character, If membership of the Joint Committee was 
requisite, additional representatives could be elected on that body. He was 
proceeding to dilate on this question when 


Mr. H. S. Q. HENRIQUES rose to a point of order and said they were now 
discussing the question of Palestine. 


Mr. BERTRAM STRAUS then moved, and Lord RoTHscuILpD seconded, 

That, subject to the Anglo-Jewish Association passing the proposals to be sub- 
mitted to a sp°cial meeting of that body, the Board anproves the Joint Committee’s 
scheme thus amended, and does not approve the withdrawal of the question of Pales- 
tine from the Joint Committee. 

This was carried nem, con., 46 voting in favour. 

Mr. STRAUS then moved, and Dr. Datcues seconded :— 


That this Board, having heard the letter of Dr. Weizmann covering the proposals 
put before the Peace Conference, takes this opportunity of endorsing them. 


Major SALMON moved, and Alderman WALForpD seconded, as an 
amendment :— 


That Dr. Weizmann’s letter, and the proposals enclosed therewith, be referred to 
the Joint Foreign Committee for consideration. 


The amendment was carried by 47 to 9. 


ALIENS QUESTIONS, 


The subjoined report of the Law and Parliamentary Committee was 
submitted ; 


Your Committee met on the 13th March, 1919. 

The Committee considered an application from Manchester on behalf of a soldier 
applicant for naturalisation which had been refused. It appeared to your Committee 
that the man had not complied with the residential qnalification laid down by the 
British Nationality Act 

The Committee resolved that a letter should be addre«sed to the Home Office 
asking for special consideration as regards the language test in the cases of soldiers 
applying for naturalisation. 

Your Committee finds that the Disablement benefit (under the National Health 
Insurance Act) ceases at the age of seventy. British subjects and foreign born 
persons who have been naturalised in this country for twenty years at least can then 
receive the benefits under the Old Age Pensions Act. 

The Committee recommend to the Board that representations should be made to 
the Committee of Inquiry for the amendment of the Old Age Pensions Act to the 
effect that a twenty years residence should be substituted for twenty years naturalisa- 
tion, and that if this recommendation be adopted, an interview should be sought with 
the Committee of Inquiry for a Deputation which should consist of Sir Stuart M. 
Samuel, Bart , Mr. H. S. Q. Henriques, 4.A., Mr. B. A. Fersht, and Mr. M. Cash, 
Chairman of the Executive of the Association of Jewish Friendly Societies. 

a he Ministry of Labour has definitely refused to extend the out-of-work donation 
to aliens. 

The Committee has made a further endeavour to get an increase in the allowances 
for dependents of Russians who returned to Russia for military service, and has 


learned f om the L cal Government Board that its President is always ready to give © 


consideration to any case of special hardship in which the local Board of Guardians 
has refused to increase the normal grant in accordance with its powers. 

The Board has continued its endeavours on behalf of Judah Gottselig, with the 
result that he has been allowed to rejoin his family in Holland. 

The Board's representations on behalf of Arthur Gellman, a Jewish soldier, whose 


naturalisation was delayed, have resulted in a Certificate of Naturalisation being 
granted to him, 


In regard to Old Age Pensions, Mr. S. De Haas urged that the Treasury 
should be approached on the matter rather than the Special Committee. 

The PRESIDENT said that if the Special Committee agreed in principle 
subject to Treasury approval, they could then approach the Financial 
Department. 

The following report of the Aliens Committee was presented : 


Your Committee has appointed Mr. Felix Rose, O.B.E., ].P., its Chairman, but 
regrets to hear that the state of his health will prevent his taking up his duties till the 
middle of April, 

The question of the dependents of the Russians who left to serve in the Pussian 
Army has been considered, and has been represented fully to the Home Office, accom- 
panied by suggestions for disposing of the difficulty, 

Representations have been renewed to the Ministry of Labour as to. out-of-work 
relief to foreigners, but without satisfactory result. The Ministry has decided that the 
relief shall be restricted to British subjects. 

Representations have peen made to H. M. Government with regard to a measure 
before the Belgian Parliament for limiting the right to reparation for War Damages to 
Belgian subjects, with certain provisions in favour of foreigners which would be of no 
service to Jews. A reply has been received that Earl Curzon is in communication 
with H.M.'s Ministry at Brussels on the matter. 

Steps were taken some time ago by the Board to press on the naturalisation of a 
Jewish soldier whose circumstances were exceptional. The grant has been made. 

As regaras the question of Galician Jews, a request was made through Mr. E. 
Sebag-Montefiore that permission should be obtained for a Deputation to wait on the 
Advisory Committee to press forward their case. A reply was received that the whole 
question was now receiving the careful consideration of the Authorities, that it was 
hoped that a’satisfactory solution would be arrived at, and that up to now no interned 
enemy alien had been deported against his will except for some particular reason of 
State. The rumour prevalent that a general deportation of Galician Jews was 
proceeding was unfounded. 

Steps have been taken to correct a gross misinterpretation of the proceedings at 
the last meeting of the Board relating to Russian Jews which had been communicated 
to a Committee of Members of the House of Commons. 7 

The Home Office has communicated to the Board that, after due consideration of 
the facts laid before that Department by a Deputation of Leeds Employers and others 
introduced by the Board with regard to the threatened re-internment of Alien Jews 
licenced out for work in clothing factories, it had been decided to re-intern these men 
by March 26th. A petition is being prevared against the proposed measure which 


will put out of work a large amount of unskilled labour and will hamper a most 
essential industry. 


Mr. I. H. Katz urged the Board that the proceedings of the authorities in 
regard to Russian Jews should be carefully watched. A large number of 
domiciliary visits were being paid and there were rumours of threatened whole- 
sale deportations. 

Dr. JOCHELMANN drew attention to the sad condition of the hundreds of 
Russian women and children whose husbands were abroad and who were being 
most inadequately supported by the Government allowance, 

The PR+ SIDENT said that the Local Government Board had written that it 
could not increase its scale of allowances, but local Boards of Guardians had 
discretion in special cases. He urged Dr. Jochelmann to take action on the 
Strength of that letter, 

_ Mr. E. Sdeac-MontTeriore reported that the “alien enemy” Jews 
mterned at Douglas were being removed to the Alexandra Palace on April 4th, 
and special arrangements were being made for them for Passover. 

Dr. DaicuEs raised the question of the Galician Jews who, he urged, 
should no longer be regarded as alien enemies. 

The PRESIDENT said that difficulties were being raised owing to a large 
number of these Jews disclaiming Polish nationality and claiming to be simply 


jews, This was just the burden of T! paderewski's complaint. The Polish 
Committee here obvionsty could not certify these people as Poles if they dis- 
Claimed Polish nationality.

Translations of the Hebrew Bible. 


THE CHIEF RABBI ON ENGLISH VERSIONS. 


The last of the series of University Extension lectures on “ Jewish 
Translations of the Bible” was delivered on Wednesday at Toynbee 
Hall by the CHIEF Rape, who dealt with the English translations. 

DAYAN FRLDMAN presided, and mentioned that the lectorer ha been 
associated with the initiation of the translation that had lately been published 
by the Jewish Publrcation Society of America. 

The Cuier Kapsi sard that Israel's infinite and imperishable contribution 
to civilisation, and the Jew's claim to the unending gratitude of markind was 
the Bible—the Book of Books, the Book of the Nations, the Book of tiumanity. 
It was, however, well for us to remember that Israel's sacred Book on!y became 
the Book of Humanity by means of the great translations of the Bible. But 
none of these versions—subsequent to the Septuagint—though indebted to 
tne scholarship, were the work of Jews, and were never intended for Jews. 
They were avowedly Christian in spirit, workmanship, use, and association. 
Recent versions were, as a rule, either marred by ignorance of the Hebrew 
language and the Jewish tradition ; by theological prejudice which distorted 
scores of prophetic passages for Christological purposes ; or by flippancy and 
meanness. For Jewish purposes, therefore, a Jewish translation was essential : 
and new Jewish translations arose whenever Israel came in contact with a new 
civilisation, or under the sway of a new tongue. In Anglo-Jewry alone of all 
important Jewries bad there been but a slow and never a fall recognition of 
this all-important duty of providing themselves with a version made by Jews 
for Jews. And yet the idea of providing a separate translation for Jewish 
readers in England went back 130 years to Isaac Delgado, who published 
a new English translation of the Pentateuch in 1789. Fifty years hater, 
Seelig Newmin wrote his “Emendations of the Authorised Version of 
the Old Testament.” The first real attempt to produce an independent Jewish 
translation was that of D. A. de Sola, the learned Hazan of the Sephardi 
Commanity, who, together with M. J. Raphall—bis co-translator of the 
Mishbna—and I. L. Lindenthal, the Secretary of the New Synagogue, issued in 
1840 “ A Prospectus of a new edition of the Sacred Scriptures.” “ Everywhere,” 
they said, “the Israelite feels the necessity to have the word of God interpreted 
for him by a brother in faith. In the midst of all this intellectual activity our 
English brethren are asleep.” Only one part—Genesis—appeared of this ambi- 
tiousscheme. Tocometo the entire Hebrew Scriptures newly translated for Jewish 
use, they bad to turn to the immeasurably more important work of Abraham 
Benisch and Isaac Leeser. Dr. A. Benisch began the publication of “The Jewish 
Schoo! Family bible” in 1851. In 1841, he submitted the essential part of his pro- 
posals to various persons without any success. He became editor of the JEwisH 
CHRONICLE in 1854. His Bible translation, be held, was marked by “ Fidelity 
by Uniformity and by Independence.” He certainly gave proof of considerable 
independence when he translated the Tetragrammaton, Instead of “Lord” 
he used “the Eternal ” for the Divine Name. While Benisch was stil! at work 
in London, Isaac Leeser, of Philadelphia, published his translation of the 
entire Bible in 1853, thus being the first to complete a Jewish bible in English. 
The Aathorised Version was generally followed by him. The Prophets, the 
Psalms, and Job, however, were practically new translations. In parts, the 
Leeser Version had a beauty and dignity of its own :—/(e.g., Psalm 
xix., 1-5.: “The heavens relate the glory of God; and the expanse 
telleth of the works of his hands. Day unto day uttereth speech, 
and night unto night showeth knowledge. There is no speech, there 
are no words, their voice is not heard. But their melody extendeth 
through all the earth, and to the end of the world their words.” In the 
eighties, two revisions of the King James’ Bible were produced that were 
to render it suitable for reading in Jewish families—one by Dr. Hermann 
Gollancz, and theother by Dr. M. Friedlander. In 1892, the Jewish Publication 
Society of America began the organisation of a group of men representative of 
Jewish learning who were to undertake the work. The Society, furthermore, 
attempted to secure the co-operation of Anglo-Jewish scholars for this 
Board of Translators, which met under the general direction of 
Dr. Marcus Jastrow. With his death, in 1903, the whole work was 
re-organised under the chairmanship of Dr. Schechter, and a Board of 
Editors, who chose Dr. Max Margolis as Editor-in-Chief. The choice wasa 
fortunate one. He was amanof rare and profound learning inall the branches 
of his chosen work. A cursory examination even sufficed to show 
that the new version had a character of its own. It aimedat combining the 
spirit of Jewish tradition with the results of Biblical scholarship, ancient, 
medieval, and modern. Bold, original, admirable renderings abounded, and 
turns of phrase which conferred distinction on the new version as a work of 
scholarship. There was an avoidance of extremes. It was as much an 
advance on the Revised Version as the latter was on the Authorised Version. 
The new Bible Version was not a perfect version; every translation must be 
inherently unsatisfactory, and nothing could replace the Divine original. But 
it gave to the world a translation of the Scriptures done by men imbued 
with the Jewish consciousness. It was a turning point in the inner life of 
a Community of three million souls. It betokened a new awakening of the 


Jewish consciousness, an emancipation of the Jewish spirit on the part of 
English-speaking Jewry that might have more lasting and eterna! effects than 
many a political emancipation in Eastern oreven Western Europe. 

A brief discussion followed, and the Rev. S. Levy, M.A., in thanking the 
Chief Rabbi for his lecture, said that the course had been extremely successful. 


The lectures had reached a high standard and displayed deep scholarship, great 
enthusiasm, and ripe research.

FAREWELL ENTERTAINMENT. 

On Sunday the Jewish refugees from Belgium at the Poland Street Refuge, cave 2 
farewell performance prior to their return to Belgium. The proceedings consisted of 
a play by Sholem Alechem, entitled “ Mazzel Toh,” which was acted in Yiddish in a 
spirited manner by the entire company, and was {fv llowed by songs and twenty tableaux, 
these latter representing the flight, exile and return of the refugees. In the absence 
of Mr. Ernst Sobiff, M.B.E., through illness, Mr. Herman Landau, President of the 
Refugee Committee, addressed the Refugees. He said that they had endeavoured to 
carry out one any way of the three mitzvahs they were bidden to, and to care for 
the stranger. They did not want to perform too many mitzvahs; by thoroughly per- 
forming that one, they hoped to be able to dispense with the other two which were to 
care for the sick and to deal with the dead. However, despite everything, they had 
had sickness and losses amongst them. He hoped that the refug*es would return to 
prosperity and happiness and in itforget their sorrows of the past years. He knew how 
grateful they all were to England which had she!tered them during the the time. He 
wished them Godspeed. Mr. Joseph Markowsky, on behalf of the Refugees, presented 
an illuminated address to Mr, C. F. Roundell, who represented the Local Government 
Board. Mr. Roundell acknowledged the gift, which, he said, would be among 
his most cherished possessions. He spoke of the untiring work of their own Jewish 
Committee, of Mr. Schiff, and the staff of Poland Street. He wished the refugees a 
safe return to the land they desired to return to. 


A One Armed Soldier Wins Billiard Handicap.

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A Sermon for the Week.

THE TRUE LIFE. 


“ What man is he that desireth life, and loveth many days that he may see good? 
Keep thy ton ue from evil and thy lips from speaking guile. Depart jrom evil and do 
good, seek peace and pursue tt.”"—Psaims xxxiv., 12-18. 

Thus cried the ancient sage. And in setting this forth as the only true life, 
he was not referring to the physical conditions which we term “life,” any more 
than the Deuteronomist, when he said to his people: “ See, I have set b-fore 
thee this day life and good and death and evil, in that I have commanded thee 
this day to love the Lord thy God, to walk in His ways, and to keep His 
commandments, His statutes and His ordinances . » to hearken unto 
His voice and to cleave unto Him, for that is thy life and the length of thy 
days,” could have referred to the material existence which we call life: 
for he says, “Choose life,” and the choce of physical life is not a thing 
within our Own power. No, Scripture refers to some other cen dition than 
the relation that results from the presence of the vital spark in the 
human body, The very term “life” eludes definition We recognise life, we 
are conscious of its existence, but we cannot explain it. The word is some- 
times used to denote a state of sensual pleasure. The mature man says that he 
understands “life,” the young man and woman want to see “life"—an indulg- 
ence of the senses, where eye and ear and mouth and body are feasted with 
delights and enjo. ments in which they find a so-called pleasure. Intellectual, 
moral, pure pastime is desirable, but what is called “life” is not pastime ; it is 
death, moral, spiritual, physical death. That “life” makes man brother to the 
brute. it means spending time as though it were not an element in eternity. 
It means bestial indu'gence and selfish excess, resulting in a reduction of vital 
energy ; the debasement of manhoo! and the destruction of virility; the loss of 
self-respect. It results in brutal coarseness, passionate avarice, the meanest 
self-abasement. Life that leads to such an end is not the coerished object 
offered for our choice by Scripture. The Hebrew word for “life,” O°, is dual 
in form and suggests that the life recognised by the senses is not its only phase, 
Man has two sides to his character, animal and spiritual, and his hfe has two 
aspects—the earthly and the heavenly. The merely physical is not submitted 
to our choice. The Bible refers to 

OUR SOUL-LIFE, 
the true life, when it urges us to “ choose life.” -And this is a something that 
we can have if we wish. It is ours for the choosing. Such a life is spiritual in 
character. It is devoted to departing from evil and doing good. Such a life 
is the life that counts. It is consecrated to a grand ideal. It is a whole life, :n 
which the spiritual, moral, intellectual, and physical elements are judiciously 
commingled. It is, therefore, a holy hf, for holiness and wholeness are 
connecied in more than similarity of sound. In such a life there will be no 
fear, exc pt the fear of doing wrong, of being false to one’s own self. In it 
there will be the trust that the brave man reposes in his Maker. It will be 
gladdened and strengthened by the assurance given to Joshua, “Only be strong 
and of good courage, for the Lord Thy God will be with thee whithersoever 
thou goest.” Into it there will come neither the fear of death, nor of conse- 
quences. The,man who realises such a life will go through the world asa 
biessed influence, in dread of none save God and his conscience. There is an 
old Jewish legend which telis how, on one occasion, a Rabbi met the Spirit of 
the Plague. “ Whither goest thou?” the Rabbi asked, and the Spirit replied, 
“To Bagdad, to take ore thousand lives by plague.” The Spirit departed and 
visited Ksagdad, The plague fell upon the city, and ten thousand people 
perished. Later the Rabbi met the Spirit, and said, “ Thou hast spoken falsely; 
thou saidst thou wouldst take only one thousand lives and thou hast taken ten.” 
Said. the Spirit, “I took only one thousand, fear took the other nine.” 
In the true life there will be no pessimism, it wi!! be full of confidence 
and hops. It will be marked by trust in the Eternal Goodness. There 
will be no doubt that God has made all things well. It will be graced 
by the realisation that all things work together for good for a!l of God's 
children. There will be no turning of the lip in scorn. There will be no con- 
temptuous view of humanity. There will be-sympathy for mankind. In the 
true life there will be frequent realisation of. the many and abundant evidences 
of human progress. There will be—even in the times through which we are 
passing—the blessing of hope and a marked absence of despair. Even though 
a man suffers unhappiness, so that he feels like turnieg pessimist, he should 
imagine what would be the condition of society if al! were pessimists. Sucha 
thought should cure him of his s:ckness. And there will be 
NO HATE, NO ENVY 

in such alife. There will be a recognition of the valuable services rendered to 
the human family by every race andevery land. There will be no envy because 
of distinction earned by one, while others are denied such honour. Few of us 
realise the hardships of men who attain true success, the dangers they have 
overcome, the want which has taught them endurance. They who spend a 
worthy life indulge no envy. no hatred, unlesg it b2 the envy that is 
emulation and the hatred that despises all wickedness. The worthy life 
is positive, because it is constructive. The negative life is the uncon- 
structive life. The eternal “No” has its value, but the eternal 
“Yes” is invaluable. Nothing more surely neutralises a man's possi- 
bilities than the habit of despairing and despondent négation. The most stupid 
mortal and the most arrant fool can deny. The positive life will be reverent, 
it will be a lasting testimony to the potentiality of human accomplishment, It 
will manifest faith in God and man, who is God's image. It will testify to 
man's heavenly birth. Patience is another necessary element of the true life. 
It does not look for immediate results. The men whose names are enshrined 
among the leaders of humanity, who hewe earned for themselves places in the 
Temple of Fame, were patient men, and patience suggested to them humility, 
tle who lives the true life must be ready to be rejected and alone. Spurned 
and despised, he will nevertheless pursue his ideal. Every opposition is for 
him but a stimu’ant to success, every obstacle a means of expending effort that 
tells. He may be the only man who is right in a pernicious age, but he will 
not, cannot, yield. He will fear naught, least of all poverty. The weak man 
cries, “I am poor, I can do nothing "; the strong man says, “I am rich in all 
that makes manhood.” In spite of all it may seem that our lives are failures, 
But we must reverse our ideas of success and failure. Moses seemed to fail. 
He took his people to the edge of the Promised Land, and could not enter. 
But the greatest failures are sometimes the greatest successes. Those who have 
devoted their lives to serving others have not failed. The true life is the 
positive life that fulfills its highest hopes in service. Whatsoever the chosen 
walk of life, it may be made to count. Itis not given to all men to achieve 
Success, but all can deserve it. The true life is not measured by what it 
achieves, but by what it attempts, with andying faith and unfaltering confidence 
in God and man. The true life may be spent by us all, if we are true to self,

—Psalm 23. The 23rd Psalm bas been called the mghtingale among tie 
Psaims. It is small, of a humely feather, singing shyly out of obscurity; but 
it has filled the air of the whole world with melodious joy, greater than the 
heart can conceive. Of all the Psalms it 1s, perhaps, the greatest incentive to 
the spiritual life. So there are children of God who live their lives quietly and 
unobtrusively beside the sull waters, their hearts attuned to the grandeur and 
the solemnity of the Divine music that plays upon every incident of human life 
—and all unconscious of it themselves, they are a vital and inspiring influence 
for good, and the glory of their character and example radiates (ar and beyond. 
These are the holy ones upon earth of whom the Psalmist says that in them is 
God's delight. ‘When they pass from earth to their cternal abode, full of years 
and loved and honoured, they go through

of death. The shadow tells us that the sun is shining somewhere. They fear 
no evil because God is with them. Their going is mevitable, like the setting of 
the sun at the close of along summer day. As it sinks slowly to rest behind 
the clouds it lights up the hor:zon with a wealth of glory and beauty—so the 
lives of the good and the holy leave not darkness and gloom, bur the radiance 
of therr example lights up their whole world with asplendour and a halo which 
are wonderful to contemplate. The Lord is their shepherd, they shall not 
want. He will cause them to lie down in green pastures. | 

This Psalm was a favourite with the saintly Ellen Lady Swaythling—the 
Mother in Is:ael—to whose honored memory we consecrate our thoughts this 
day. It is not a funeral dirge we would sing, nor do we mar the hallowed joy of 
the Sabbath with a memorial oration. It ts within the high conception of the 
sanciity of the Day of Kest, to dwell upon the lives of good men and women. 
Our thoughts will not be of her lamented death, but of her beauriful life. Her 
soul is safe in the keeping of God; let us cherish ber memory and derive 
inspiration from her example. 

The members of her family and many of those who were bound ta her by 
ties of deepest iove are here to-day in this House of God which was founded by 
her busband and which was so dear to her, to take comfort in their sorrow. 
What a beautiful idea is this enshrined in the Jewish heart. “ The Lord wave, 
the Lord has taken away, bicssed be the name of the Lord.” To the Synagogue 
come the mourners, and here they pour out their hearts to God in love and 
gratiiude. It is not for us to attempt to m-asure the extent of their sorrow or 
to speak of what the passing of so wonderful a mother must mean to them. If 
ever the 3lst Chapter of Proverbs, with its picture of 


THE IDEAL WOMAN, 


were applicable to any woman, the portrait was true of Lady Swaythling. Even 
the very phraseology seems fitting: “A woman of worth, the heart of her 
husband trusied in her, she did him good all the days of ber life, she saw well! 
to the ways of her household, she did not eat the bread of idleness, she stretched 
out her hand to the poor, the law of loving kindness was on her tongue.” Her 
children may well rise up and call her blessed. 

Noblesse oblige ‘She inherited a great family tradition, and it was her 
pride to miintain it. She was the last surviving member of the family of the 
la‘e Louis Cohen, one of the best types of En li-h Jew, whose sons and 
daughters all shed lustre upon Jewish and English life. It is no mere form of 
words or exavggeration if we say that there has never been a more remarkable 
family in the Anglo-Jewish Community. The historian of Anglo-Jewry 
during the past fifty years could write his book round the names of the 
Cohens. Lionel Cohen, the founder and moving force of the United Syna- 
gogue in the early years of that insiitution, the President of the Board 
of Guardians, the communal worker in every cause of good and charity, 
aman of consummate genius and tramscendent intellect, with a force of 
character and a magnetic personality which, with his insatiable love of work, 
enabled him to tower high above his contemporaries—a man who could have 
made his mark in public and poliical life had he chosen to devote his great 
talents entirely to the State—preferred to serve his coreligionists first, and 
literally wore himself out in the service of the Community. Alfred Cohen 
occupied himself with charitable and social work, both within and outside the 
Community—a man of wide reading and of great culture, with a singwarly 
well-stocked mind and with a discerning taste and judgment of literature, a 
strong advocate of the necessity for a university-trained clergy, for which pur- 
pose he bequeathed a large sum of money. Benjamin Cohen—who directed 
the United Synagogue and the Board of Guardians for many years, winning 
many friends by his gift of charm; while outside he advocated the cause of the 
Jew in Parliament and served London on the County Council. Nathaniel 
Cohen—whose public work, both Jewish and non-Jewish, might well have 
occupied three normal lives instead of one—one of the most fertile brains and 
imaginative intellects we ever had in our communal history—were there ever 
among us four brothers whose activities covered a wider field and who contri- 
buted more to advance the welfare and the good name of Jew’ Yes,

And the daughters of Louis Coben were imbued with the same love of 
Judaism and all it embodied. One became the wife of Mr. Joseph Sebag 
Montefiore, and the mother of children who are prominent in different epheres 
of social activity; another was the mother of the never-to-be forgotten Albert 
Jessel, who rendered such invaluable service to the United Synagogue, whose 
sun set while it was yet day, at a time when so much was hoped from him, 
He often spoke of how much he owed to his mother’s piety, and the optimism 
of her buoyant spirit. The last wa Lady Swaythling, who was well worthy to 
uphold such traditions. They have now all gone to their eternal home. There 
is a saying the Rabbis were wont to employ when death claimed some yood 
servant of God. “Alas,” they said, “that good people pass away and cannot 
be found again.” It was not a cry of despair at their passing, so much as the 
craving for others to fill the vacant places. And it is a remarkable tribute to 
the inspiration and example bequeathed by all the sons of daughters of Louis 
Cohen, that almost every Communal institution has at its head, or as a guiding 
power,

So may the tradition linger, and the line of descent continue! “Thy priesis 
shall be clothed in righteousness, and thy loving ones shall rejoice.” May the 
Cohens remain clothed with the righteous spirit of service of God and man, and 
all those who love to see the maintenance of the traditions of Jewish life will 
have cause to exult. |

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lives—but they are not everything. We make and develop our own characters, 
and character cannot be d if we are content to warm odrselves before 
the fire of ancestral greatness. .Not thus will we live to see our influence 
growing. Lady Swaythling was a personality herself, with a character of her 


own, with certain fixed views of her own, and with a forceful dignity that | 


revealed a strength of purpose albeit that it was expressed in quiet. “The 


words of the wise,” says Ecclesiastes, “spoken in quiet are more acceptable than » 


the cry of a fuler among fools.” Wisdom and strength of conviction are often 
found allied to modesty and reserve. She was the real complement of her 
strong virile husband, she shared his aspirations and was his helper and 
comrade. We are apt to think that men of commanding genius who hold 
strong dnd determined opinions and who exercise a powerful influence over 
their fellows—and the late Lord Swaythling was certainly one of such—are 
always accustomed to rule. But they would be the first to confess with thank- 
falness that the strain of their public life and their public work could not have 
been borne but for 


THE QUIET AND PEACE AND SALUTARY INFLUENCES 

of their homes. Lady Swaythling was queen in her home where her words 
were listened'to and her helpfulness supreme. The heart of her busband did 
trust in her and she did him good all the days of his life. If ber busband 
was known in the gates when he sat among the elders of the land it was 
because she understood him in the home. Ste had commonsense, and tact 
and sympathy, and, in addition, she had yadgment, which enabled her to see 
things in their true perspective and to advise and counsel. These are the 
enduring qualities of gifted womanhood, and she possessed these in a high 
degree. To her children she was an ideal mother. She believed and she 
taught that life, if it is to mean anything, must be consecrated to high ideals, 
that true nobility is nobility of character, that the test of greatness and powers 
is the manner in which they are employed, and she strove to inculcate the 
doctrine of public service. Added to this there was a largeness of sympathy in 
her views. She had too much wisdom to think that the world stands still ; she 
knew there must be divergence of opinion, and that there is room for all shades 
of thought. She valued transparent honesty higher than tacit acquiescence. 
As no two faces are exactly alike, so no two minds are exactly constituted. 
With all the seeds of her teaching she scattered love, and she had abnndant 
cause to feel proud of the harvest that she lived to see gathered in. 

And her heart contained more than the love of ber own family. All who 
enjoyed ber friendship were drawn to her with cords of love. She wasa 
second mother to the many nephews and nieces and countless friends who were 
ever welcome at her home. To her they turned at all times, in time of joy to 
share their happiness, 

TO FIND SYMPATHY 

in the hour of trial. She did not know the meaning of sparing herself when 
her help was required. At the appearance of sorrow she would be the first to 
come to the afflicted home, and there she would remain, for her presence 
seemed to uphold the sufferers. And all this was done in so quiet and secret a 
manner that she never realised the immense influence she wielded. Till you 
knew her you might think she was cold—buat it was only a covering of shyness 
born of a certain dignity of reserve which hid for a moment the real warmth of 
her loving heart. When that love was revealed you felt that you were in the 
presence of a great woman in Israel, and you were the better for knowing her 
and conversing with her. 

And the secret of it all was to be found in her deep-seated reverence and 
her piety. She walked with God and was happy. The Lord was her shepherd, 
He guided her in the paths of righteousness, He led her beside the stil! waters. 
Her religion told her that life was something sacred. She loved the old paths 
and all the traditional ceremonies and she was scrupulous in her observance, 
They gave her joy and comfort. In public and private prayer she found her 
guidance and her inspiration. To our synagogue she was deeply attached, and 
only absence from town or failing health allowed her seat to be vacant On 
Sabbaths and Festivals. Her private life was suffused with religion, Her 
home was a temple of worship, and she loved to welcome the Sabbath 

WITH PRAYER AND THANKSGIVING, 

and to gather round her all the members of her family. Can you speak of “the 
burden of Judaism ” and think of her? It was the joy and glery of Judaism 
with her. The Rabbis, with their inimitable git of gauging the salient features 
of the character of our great ones, tell us of Sarah, the first of the Mothers in 
Israel—that when she was alive a halo of glory was over the house—it was 
radiated by a cloud of sanctity and reverence that made it a shrine of glory— 
for the personal influence of a good woman was always evident. They tell us 
also that the doors of ber house were always opened wide. Hospitality was 
practised, people came and went, for the ole Jewish home was there at its best. 
And in their quaint way they tell us that Sarah kindled with her own hand the 
Sabbath light from week to week—the true religious fervour burned within, and 
she loved to think that its-light shone upon those around her. It was all true 
of Lady Swaythling. All who knew her realise that a great woman has gone 
to her rest. To her children she has left a precious example of a life rich in 
benevolence and good deeds and sanctity, May that example permeate 
their lives! In olden times a knight’s armour was often buckled on 
by his lady's hand. That, which was only a romantic fashion, 
may enshrine an eternal truth. The soul's armour is often set to its 
breast by a woman's hand, and so often by a mother’s hand: it is only when 
she braces it loosely that the honour of manhood falls. Ellen, Lady Swaythling 
braced the armour with strength and with firmness, May her family see to it 
that the example does not fail,

memory of one who was honoured and esteemed by those who knew her even 
little. and was beloved as well as honoured by those who knew her more. 

After a short illness Ellen Lady Swaythling, the President of this big 
Gir!s’ Club, passed away from us, who for a season yet remain on this side of 
the veil, on Saturday evening, March the 15th. 

Her position here was unique. For she was not only the President of the 
Club, but she was the mother—the beloved mother—of two noble women, who 
have made this Club, and all people and things connected with the Club, the 
sphere and centre of their life’s work, and who are very near and very dear to 
all who are present here to-day. 

And we who mourn for our President, or rather we who are sorry for 
ourselves because we have lost her, are at the same time mourning for, and 
thinking of, the two beloved friends whose life has suffered so severe an 
upheaval and bereavement. It is this double mourning, this double sorrow, 
which makes this occasion so solemn for us and so sad. Weare sorry for the 
Club and for ourselves: and our hearts are filled with sadness and sympathy 
for those two others, those two dear friends and noble workers~—and al!so for 
their sisters and brothers, some of whom are known to some of us, and some 
to others. 

The lady for whose loss we mourn had arich personality, and was endowed

anyone.” She was one of those who did her duty to the very full; wharever 
was required of her, and more, that she accomplished. And in trath she was 
ever active and ever thoughtful for othets, first for her large family, and then 
for all sorts of other people connected with her by one tie or by another She 
would say of herseif that she did “ just nothing,” whereas the fact was that, :i/! 
the very end, she did a great deal. Wonderfuliy simple and unassuming, to the 
last she was always wanting to do things for others, and a!most objecie i to 
others doing even little things for her. One who knew her throuy) 
the Club writes to me: “I always felt that she had the true 
mother heart for every human being, and that all who were bert or tired or 
disappointed might go to ber, knowing that they would ever be met with 
understanding sympathy.” In unselfish service and sweet humility she passed 
her life, not only making all around her the happier, because of her cons: ant 
care and sympathy, bat enabling them to develop their several! personalitics, 
helping them to do their owa special work, to fulfil their own special o por- 
tunities. The Rabbis say that the worst sinner is he who causes others to sin: 
so we may say that the finest devotion is that which enables other people to 
live fuller, worthier, nobler, as well as happier, gentler, and more love. 
surrounded lives. And this, I fancy, is what our honoured President did. 
It came to her in one semse naturally to do it, bat that is not to say that it did 
not need much thinking. On the contrary. She thought constantly about 
others, and thought wisely as well as tenderly. To those two dear friends of 
ours, who always lived with ber in her home, we hardly are able to rea|ise 
what the loss of that loving sympathy, that sheltering care, that constant 
thought, mast be. Onur hearts go ont to them, and then we are silent. 

Lady Swaythling, the President of this Club, did not care for the light and 
glare of pablicity. She was ever active behind the scenes. She was very 
quiet and no great talker. But I think she was 


A GREAT OBSERVER, 


and I doubt whether much escaped her notice. She was able to give so much 
help, and to be so wisely thoughtful, partly because her life was not wholy 
passed in a narrow groove. As I have said, she came in contact with many 
different soris of people, and was interested in many things and causes. This 
width of experience and of interest made her sympathy and encouragement the 
more helpful and the more adequate. But, above all, she loved, and gave her 
love. And I believe that she illustrated the saying that the eyes of love can see 
when all other eyes are blind. She had ripe intelligence and sound jadgment, 
bat, perhaps, her insight was most of all due to her power of loving. Of the 
insight of love she gave uninterrupted illustration. 

Her interest in this Club, not only for the sake of the two chief workers in 
it, but for itsown sake, was continuous and unfeigned. Many of you here know 


far better than I can know how much time and thought she gave to it: how 
many meetings and functions she attended, how ready she was with ber counse’, 
her sympathy, ber help And whenever this he!p was rendered, it wasrender J 


with such absolute directness and simp'icity. She was just a noble and gracious 
lady who wanted to do what she could for other human beings, God's chi crea 
no less than herself. 

Our dear President was keenly interested in her country and in ber 
Community. Those whom she loved most, and for whom she thoug)ht J 
laboured most—husband, sons and daughters—were active workers forre! 
Community and for the State. And their work she shared, even as she mile 
it possible, and improved its quality, by her sympathy and love. She wasa 
fine Englishwoman and a fine Jewess. 

You all know how the great love of her life was given to one who was 


A FAITHFUL AND ORTHODOX JEw, 
who stood and walked in the old paths with firmness and with loyalty. She 


too, loved those old paths and ways. Perhaps nothing gave her greater 
pleasure than the observance of the rites of the Sabbath Eve. She loved to 
have her children and grandchildren about her then, and throuvh her these 
Friday evenings were precious and beautiful to those who shared them with 
her as well as to herself. She was all that the best and purest Jewis' ort':- 
doxy can be: careful and scrupulous, yet loving and joyous, in her piety. Te 


old rites and ceremonies were very near and dear to her: in them ste found 
and realised God: through them she communed with Him. And she would, 
I think, have been glad could all other Jews and Jewesses have been content ‘a 
worship God and to think of Him and of His law, even as she had been taught 
to worship and to think of Him, glad could all other Jews and Jewesses hive 
found the content and the satisfaction and the happiness which she found in 
the old ways and the old ideas, 

Yet through her love and loving insight, as well as by her wisdom and 
experience, she knew that this unanimity in religious thought and religious 
practice could not be and was not. You know how, even in her own beloved 
home, the new found its adherents as well as the old: the newer conception of 
Judaism as well as the older conception of it. And for those who had accep‘e! 
the new in loyalty and devotion, whose piety, through that new, was as deep 
and living as her own, and whose attachment to Judaism was no less passionate, 
her discerning and sheltering love was as deep and as tender as for those who 
saw as she saw, and stood where she stood. It is not for me, or for any of us, 
to say much about that; but we may just allude to it, in respect and homage, 
as well as in thankfulness and gratitude. There must always be some pain 
when those who love each other so keenly, and live within the same home, 
cannot see eye to eye upon the deepest things of life, and yet care for those 
deepest things—each in their own way—very intensely. Lady Swaythiing, 
however, standing, in one sense, between old and new, though only in one 
sense, for she herself was 


A HAPPY VOTARY OF THE OLD, 
was able to unite all and understand all by her profound and sympathetic 
insight, by her healing and reconciling love. Happy the Club which for so 
many years has had this wise and tender lady for its President, and which has 
had, and still bas, as its two chief leaders and workers, those upon whom sc 
expended such a wealth of sympathy and of love, and those who so richly 
merited to receive it. 

The President has passed from our sight; she has gone the great journey 
which we too, some sooner, some later, must take in ourturn. The Club and 
all connected with it are the poorer for her loss. We are sorrow/ul 
to-day, both for our own sakes, and for the sake of our two dcear 
friends whom our President's death has afflicted so sorely. Yet (t's 
very sorrow has already shown what a pure and unselfish sorrow ca 
do. It has, I believe, increased the sense of unity among al! the members of 
the Club, a sense of unity which extends, indeed, not only to all the members, 
but is also especially felt to exist as between them and our two dear friends 45 
it also existed between them and the President. I do not think it is unfi:ting ‘> 
add that the two Club leaders, who are mourning for the President in her 
home and their home, have been, and are being, helped by the consciouse®: 
and the realisation that you are mourning, too, that vou and t'ry 
bave come to constitute a true unity of souls united in a common labour, YY 
a common hope and a common purpose. That you share their sorrow, that, °° 
far as it was given you to know the President, you reverenced and loved her, 
does not, indeed, make their sorrow less deep and less profound, but | does 
make it more endurable; it does, in a true sense, make it sweeter, gen'!«r, 
tenderer. A bridge of love unites you to them and them to you, and this love 
softens the sting. It will be easier for them, I think, to take up the threads of 
work again, because these threads will have received a quickening sanctification. 

And now before I close these few and ‘inadequate words, there are one °° 
two reflections which I would like to add, and which, perbaps, our President 
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to your several activities and mingle with the world anew. 
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herself might have wished me to gay. First, then, we do not grieve for her. So 
fas as she is concerned, the famous words of the great poet largely apply. 
“NOTHING IS HERE FOR TEARS.” 


It ie true that she might have wished, that she doubtless would have 
wished, to continue her sheltering and fostering love for some 
years longer, Yet had she lived a full life of useful goodness, 
ever doing that which lay before her to do with gracious insight and loving 
care, for the full tale of three score years and ten of which the Psalmist speaks, 
She was ripe and ready for the journey—the great adventure—of death. 
Te the last her thought and her interests were unimpaired: she had but a few 
days Of illness. She was spared pain and any slow decline of physical and 
mental powers, She passed quickly to the Beyond. with a living faith in all 
that this Beyond might mean and bring. So for her, we must not, I think, 
grieve. 

But there is something mare. She was very deep'y interested in the young 
lives of whom, for the most part, this Club is, as it were, composed. She 
wanted these young lives to be lives of contented and useful labour and 
of happy and innocent recreation and leisure. To-morrow you all go back 
I do not 
think she would wish you, because of her, to be sad either at your labour or 
during your leisure. I do not think she would wish you to keep back for long 
your laughter and your mirth, so long as mirth and laughter arise from what 
is sweet and simple and healthy and pute. There are better ways of remem- 
bering her, or, at any rate, ways which would have given her greater pleasure 
than grieving or solemnity. If, perchance, the thought of her should come to 
you in any moment of temptation or trial, and this thought could help you: If 
to honour her memory, or to show your gratitude, you could be a little braver, 
finer, sweeter, girl or woman than you would otherwise have been—if the 
recollection of her could mingle with the thought of those two whom she so 
greatly loved, and enable you to make some gift or sacrifice to parent or friend, 
or country or religion—then, indeed, I think she would have felt, and would 
feel, that she bad not cared for you and worked for you in vain. 

And so we say, farewell ; hopefully trust:ng that she has gone from strength 
to strength, and that all is well with ber. Near as she was to God on earth, 
she is, perchance, yet nearer to Him now that she has passed beyondearth. In 
His safe keeping we leave her, repeating wistfully, yet not too sadly, the words 
of the old Jewish sage: “The souls of the righteous are in the hand of God, 
and no torment shall touch them. In the eyes of the foolish they seemed to 
have died, and their departure is accounted to be their buri; but they are in 
peace, for their hope is {ull of immortality. Having borne a little chastening, 
they shall receive great good, because God has made trial of them, and found 
them worthy of Himself. As gold in the furnace, He bas proved them, and as 
a whole burnt-offering He has accepted them.” Yes, ance more, very scftly, 
very peacetully: “The souls of the righteous are in the hand of God; their 
hope is fall of immortality.”

I Samuel, 22::A New Translation. 


From Rev. S. LEVY, M.A,, 9, Northfield Road, Stamford Hill, N. 16. 
{To Tue Epitror.} 

Sir,—The American Jewish Version of the Holy Scriptures agrees with 
the English Revised Version in translating 1 Samuel, xv., 22, in the Haftara 
for Sabbath Zochor as follows :—“ Behold, to obey is better than sacrifice, and to 
hearken than the fat of rams.” I venture the Bpinion that this rendering does 
not fully bring out the interpretation of the context, unduly strains the order of 
the words in the original Hebrew, does violence to the phrasing indicated by 
the tonic accents, and weakens the effect of the parallelism. 

I, therefore, suggest the following translation as being more accurate, and 
as being entirely free from ihe errors and defects to which attention has just 
been drawn :-—“ Behold, to obey is more than a good sacrifice, and to 
hearken than the fat of rams.” When Samuel challenges Saul, “ Where- 
fore then didst thou not obey the voice of the Lord, but didst fly upon 
the spoil, and didst that which was evil in the sight of the Lord?” 
Saul replies, “Yea, I have obeyed the voice of the Lord... . But the 
people took of the spoil, sheep and oxen, the chief of the devoted things, to 
sacriice ynto the Lord” (vv. 19, 20). “The people spared the best 
of the sheep and of the oxen, to sacrifice unto the Lord” (v. 15). 
Then Samuel retorts that strict obedience is better than even the best 
sacrifice. “Hath the Lord as great delight in burnt offerings and sacrifices, 
as in obeying the voice of the Lord? Behold, to obey is more than a 
food sacrifice, and to hearken than the fat of rams.” Both the position 
oi the word in the original Hebrew, at the end of the sentence, and the 
tonic accents, demand that 2'® “good,” must be taken as an atiribute of 
‘ sacrifice,” and mot as the beginning of the sentence, “Itis good,” or “it is 
better.” And finally, in the translation I offer, the parallelism is made more 
complete, because the idea contained in the phrase “the fat (or the best) of 
rams” is a more consistent amplification of the notion of “a good sacrifice,” 
than simply “asacrifice.” Thus a closer examination of the narrative supports 
grammatical accuracy in deepening the effect of Samuel's rebuke. “ Behold to 
obey is more than a good sacrifice, and to hearken than the fat of rams.”

Reconstruction: 


The “ Shnodering” Practice. 
From Mr. N. S. BURSTEIN, 135, Albany Road, Roath Park, Cardiff. 
[To THE Eprror.) 

S1R,—The reveille has been sounded, and “ Reconstruction” is the battle- 
cry, not only of the political and economical, bu: also of the religious world, 
and of every nation, great and small The Jewish people will surely not be 
the exception to the rule, Zionism ams at the uprooting of the long-established 
Galwth. Reconstruction, however, must furnish the Jewish people with the 
ways and means to purify and strengthen the vital principles of Judaism. First 
of all, the question is—Where should Reconstruction begin? My answer is, 
without fear of contradiction, in the Synagogue! “The Synagogue,” said 
Rabbi Dre Bernard Drachman, “is the fountain-head of morality and faith ; 
it is the source from which flow numberless influences for good unto those 
within the reach of its activity which tend to purify and ennoble their lives, to con- 
secrate their hands and hearts to the doing of whatever is righteous and good, and 
to elevate their minds by turning them from worldly things to the contemp ation 
of the sublime ideal afforded by the Perfect One before whom we bow in humble 
worship and homage. . . .” When Dr. Drachman spoke thus, he must have 
had in mind the Temple of old, of which it was said: “ Happy the eye which 
saw the holy Congregation praying aloud in the most holy place,” or of some 
ideal synagogue, which is farto seek. But, alas, what is there to be said of the 
present-day synagogues, bere in England, most of which are closed from 
week-end to week-end, the synagogues where not learning, dignity, morality or 
faith, but financial considerations are the ruling power, where a member is 
“called up” not 13572 W357, but for what he will shnoder? 
Like a wound-up. automatic machine, so goes the Chazan with the VAY "dD, 
and the man who shnoders most is the man of the hour, and.at the end 
of the service leaves the synagogue with a pride only to be compared with that 
of the little girl in the back street, who, leaving her home one Sunday morning 
and mee ing her playmates, said, “Go away. I won't speak to you! J hada 
kipper for my breakfast!” 

Verily, we can say now: WIT OD WOON WS VS 
(“The oracle of the house of our God is waste; our ways will not 
prosper.”) Without at the present moment going into the various 
ways and means by which we may impart the knowledge of Judaism 
which will make our children proud of their Jewish lineage and fit 
them to become true Jews and ‘Jewesses, I must say, first of all, with 
all the strength at my command, that the scheme of Religious Reconstruction 
at the synagogue must begin with the abolition of the ugly practice of s/noder- 
ing, which wastes precious time and turns the whole of the ritual observances 
into a mere travesty. Whocan tell how many members of every synagowne are 
kept from attending at Sabbath or Yomtov service for fear of being “called up” 
and compelied to shnodvr; and, for the same reason, how many actually leave 
the synagogue and make themeelves conspicuous by their absence during the 
whole of the THN AN? Surely by such castoms as shnodering we shall 
never purify and elevate the synagogue and make it a place where the troubled 
conscience and the lacerated heart can find rest. 


Reconstruction versus Revolution. 
From Mr. ERNEST I. SPIERS, M.A., 76, Stepney Green, E. 1}. 
[To THE EpiTor.]} 

Sir,—The Chief Rabbi is recently reported to have said at a public 
meeting, connected with religious education, that it was not unusual that, when 
a word was on the lips of everybody very few people exactly knew its meaning 
and that just now Reconstruction was such a word. Iam inclined to think he 


‘may be right. During the war the word itself has been in general vogue ever 


since we first perceived the faintest symptoms of the coming crash of the mighty 
confiict from which we have as yet scarcely emerged ; and prone as we are 
to assimilate everything in the greater national life to our own peculiar and 
corresponding spheres within our own community, it is hardly a matter for sur- 


prise that the word has peacefully penetrated into our own portals. Upon the 


occasion referred to, Dr, Hertz explained the word in question as American and 
political in its origin. Le this as it may, the term, as is self-evident, is a pure'y 
technical one, and, as such, applied to something solidly practical in contempla- 
tion or, to put it more literally, to a structure proposed to be built. 

There seems to be a demand, in some quarters, for innovations which, 
though thrown out under the category of reconstruction in religious effort, 
savour in rerum natura more of revolution than anything else. Against this 
we cannot be too careful to be upon our guard. Before we set about to pull 
down, let us have a concrete, definite, crystallised notion of the future edifice 
we are to raise, 

For, as we have only seen too clearly in these latter days, revolution might 
spell anarchy, while reconstruction stands for something positive—a construc- 
tive ideal. And this cannot be determined in the absence of a plan of recon- 
struction, in a word, without a definite principle. To build without such a 
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principle would be absurd, helpless, like one groping in the dark. Our ideas 
must be clearly and simply cefined There must be nothing complex about 
them, nothing that will lend itself to ambiguous interpretation, 

It was the Stagvrite that first showed that matter and form, though coales- 
cent, are yet essentially distynct, so that no change to ei her arises from their 
union And, therefore, everything of a formal nature is related to material 
concepts, as spirit to the body. Hence the principle underlying and governing 
our reforms stands in the same relationship to them as spirit tothe body. Con- 
sequently, if communal reconstruction is at all necessary, something must be 
wrong with the principle of our communal fabric, and it is this principle whi bh 
should be reconstruc'ed, if the spirit is to impart a purer vitality to the boy, 
In short, we need a spiritual revival, as I advocated in the JEwisH Cuxonictie 
during the early stages of the war. Our affairs should be organised and 
administered in a spiritual, and not ina mechanical, marner And there can 
be no higher, healthier spirituality devised for imperfect humanity than that 
infused by and in our ancient faith, Changes of any kind are not always the 
precursors of progress. And the re‘arding effects may overmaster the forward 
effects, if our system of reconstruction be of a material nature only, 

It should be remembered that Judaism is not the business or property of 
Jewish ecclesiastics only, nor is the practice of its tenets limived to the syna- 
gogue only. Its influence should remain with us at all times, in all places. 
And this is all the more so in respect to communal organisations calculate! to 
improve and oplift the general well-being of the Community itself. Jewish 
religious revival is essential at this juncture, a revival which will help to further 
all that is good and just and religious and beautiful, all that will enhance our 
sense of morality and dutifulness to our God, our fellow men, and ourse! ves. 
In this way may we hope to rise above mere whim and caprice, bias and 
inconstancy, thus entering into communion with those eternal realities and 
verities which loom high above the horizon of our own petty efforts. 

The truth is, we have lost our way in our mazy wanderings from the 
Torah, which, however, to our consolation, is still “a lamp unto our feet, and 
a light unto our path.” So that we are still able to retrace our footsteps. 


Jews’ College Union Society. 


— 


Last Sunday, Lieut.-Col. C.S. Myers, F.R.S., R.A.M.C., readapaper on 
“Eugenics.” Dr. A. BUCHLER presided, 


The LECTURER outlined the difficulties of a practical policy of eugenics, since 
much menial talent and genius is found in the phvsically unfit. After an expos tion 


of the Mendelian laws of heredity, the ecturer dealt with the question from a Jewish 
standpoint, with reference to inter-marriaze. Dr. Rede iffe Salaman’s statistics hod 
shown that 93 per cent. of the children horn from such marriaces lost Jewish facial 


characteristics. On the other hand, Jewish blood was far more widely distributed 
among the non Jewish population than people suspected. Again, though the Semites 
were a long-headed race, Jews are broad-headed. Perhaps they had derived this 
character from inter-marriage with the Hittites. In conclusion, Lieut.-Col, Myers 


referred to the enormous increase in inter-marriage, especially in Scandinavia, and its 
disastrous effects on the predominance of a Jewish type. 
A discussion fol owed, in which the Misses Regina Miriam Bloch and Lizzie 


Hands, and Messrs, Robinson, Max Footerman, and G Webber participated. 

Mr JAMES SOLOMON, in proposing a vote of thanks to the lecturer, maintained 
that more stress ought to be laid on environment. 

The Rev E. M. |! evy, B.A., who seconded the vote, said that politics, in which 
compromise between the two opposing forces is the rule, presented ad interesting 
contrast with the Mendelian theory, “ All or none.” 

The CHAIRMAN, referring to a remark of the lecturer that inter-marriage must 
have been frequent in the early centuries of the current era, since edicts were made 
by the Church against them, remarked that inter-marriage did not occur in the 
Ghetto, except in Italy. The problem of the inheritance of qualities was observed by 
the Rabbis as early as the second century A.D. Dr. Buchler heartily thanked the 


lecturer, and expressed the hope that he would come to the College as well as to the 
Union Society. 


Brixton Synagogue Hebrew and Religion Classes. 
PRIZE DISTRIBUTION. 


The distribution of prizes to the pupils of the Classes was held on Sunday 
at Loughborough Hall. Mr. Vicror HERRMANN presided, and Mrs Herrmann 


(to whom a bouquet, the gift of Mrs. Simsohn, was presented by Miss Julia 
Brin) distributed the awards. 


The proceedings hegan with the singing of Boruch Habo by the pupils. 

The Rev. A. MisHcCon reada report of the work of the Classes. He said it was 
his sad duty to allude to the death of a former pupil—Lionel Cohen—who had lost 
his life on the battlefield in France. He was the tweifth on the list of members or 
sons of members of the Brixton Synagogue who had made the supreme sacrifice ia 
the Country’s cause. The number of pupils on the roll was seventy-eight, as com- 
pared with eighty-two at the end of the previous year, The Classes were again 
successful in the competition for the prizes offered yearly by the Union of Hebrew and 
Religion Classes 

The following is an abstract of the report of the examiners : “ Attention has been 
drawn to the exce lence of the teaching in Class III. (taken by the Superintendent, the 
Rev. A. Mishcon) and the high standard of general Jewish knowledge which prevails, 
In Class II. funder Mr, L. Coren) reading and transla'ion are carefully taught, but 
the standard attained at present is not very high. In Class I. (by Mrs. Mishcon and a 
pupil teacher) the children are particularly bright and responsive, and have an exce!- 
lent Hebrew vocabulary. The syllabus used is thoughtfully and well drawn up and 
embraces a very wide field, which is well covered in the course of the year.” 

Mr. VictTOR HERRMANN, in addressing the children, said that they would under- 
stand that Jews had, again and again, shown that they could suffer, fight and die for 
their King and country, and that the spirit of Judas Maccaheus was still with them. 
They had fought fer three things: Freedom, F quality, and Brotherhood, all of which 
were embodied in their religion. The Jews had now seen fulfilled their greatest am)i- 
tion—what they had been praying for for thousands of years—in the regaining of 
a Jewish homeland. They would now be able to go to their home in Zion, It was 
therefore necessary that the children should be taught the laws and history of their 
Bible. He appealed to the children to learn diligently the lessons which had so exce!- 
lently been taught to them by their teachers, : 

After the distribution, Psalm cxxi. was sung, 

Mr. JULIUS ALEXANDER, in moving a vote of thanks to the teaching staff, said 
that the classes were open to all pupils free of charge. He appealed for financial 
support to enable the Committee to carry on the classes. 

The Rev. A, MISHCON, in reply, said that the children came gladly and eagerly to 
the classes, and the good results attained were a sufficient reward to their teachers 
They were helping to lay the foundation of a future Brixton Congregation by teachivg 
the children the beauties of their ancient liturgy. He would like to suggest to the 
Jewish Press that they might devote a column to Jewish history, which wou'd be a 
stimulus to the children. 

On the motion of Mr. A. LANpDy, thanks were accorded to the Ladies’ Gui'd, for 
whom Miss L. COWEN responded. A similar vote was accorded to the Chairman, oD 
the motion of Mr. S. H. VALENTINE, . 

‘The CHAIRMAN, in reply, announced that he would like to create an Endowmect 
Fund to aid the classes, and would start the fund by contributing twenty guineas. 

Several cheques were collected at the close of the meeting. 

The proceedings concluded with the singing of Hatikvah.

ZIONISM AND THE PEACE CONFERENCE. 


MR. ISRAEL ZANGWILL ON THE PALESTINE SETTLEMENT. 


In connection with a letter from Mr. Zangwill, which we published 
in our issue of the 14th, Mr. Zangwill has written the following letter to 
M. André Spire. 

March 20th, 1919. 

My Dear Sprire,—In my letter to the Jewish CHronicie of the 
14th inst., I said: “1 feel sure, indeed, that M. Spire, penetrated as he is by 
the Itoist spirit, made his appeal to the Peace Conference in a far more 
political and courageous accent than the Zionist representatives.” 

I regret to learn from your letter of the 16:h inst. that my conviction was 
mistaken, an@ that it was even you whd, if face of the Franco-Jewish opposi- 
tion, counselled prudence to Dr. Weizmann. A poet ought not to sick into a 
diplomatist. It shows the danger of contact with Zionist circles and their so- 
called practical methods. What is overlooked in those circles is that 
the whole political atmosphere has been changed by the war, and 
especially by President Wilson, and that Jews no longer appear as 
suppliants, but as a nationality .with the samé right as every other 
to be considered in the World-Settlement—nay, the neglect of whose 
rights would falsify the World-Settlement. For that reason, the Jews whom 
M. Sylvain Lévi represents, are not, as they imagine, fighting Zionism, but 
fighting the whole World-Order of the future. They were, therefore, never a 
serious factor, This was the moment for the Jew to rise to the claim which 
Shakespeare put, with such marvellous divination, into the mouth of ihe despised 
Shylock: 

If you deny me. fie upon your law ! 
There is no force in the decrees of Venice. 

Moreover, I regret that you should have pleaded for the recognition of 
French rights in Palestine, That was not your affair, and, however diplomatic, 
was a substitution of Chauvinism for Zionism. Much more in order was 
your appeal to the old tradition of France as the Mother of Liberty. The 
Jewish body we cannot save in Palestine, which is far too small to accommo- 
date our 14,000,000. The quéstion is, therefore, reduced to one of saving the 
Jewish spirit, and that is not saved by lumping a féw million Jews in Paléstine 
under conditions worse even than those against which our old enemies, the 
Egyptians, are now rioting—for the Egyptians at least bave a majority in the 
country of their slavery, while we shall for a long time be overwhelmingly 
outnumbered by other races. 

I am afraid that, baving made an inaccurate statement about you, I shall 
be compelled to send this letter to the Press. But I rejoice at the same time to 
be able to repair my touch of injustice towards Dr. Weizmann, who, according 
to you, displayed more spirit at the Conference than I had credited him with, 
even though he failed to adopt the attitude which I have sketched above, 
and still fails to see that Judaism cannot sell its spiritual dignity even 
for Palestine. It is questionable, indeed, whether, with the exception of 
President Wilson, the politicians of the world are worthy of the privilege of 
giving us Palestine. Such a consummation of the dream of two thousand 


years should not be sullied by political intrigue, but should either be the 
symbol of a regenerated humanity or should remain a poetic dream.

MAJOR LIONEL DE ROTHSCHILD AND 
NATIONALIST ASPIRATIONS. 


According to the American Hebrew of the 7th inst., special cables from 
Major Lionel de Rothschild have reached America backing up the position 
maintained by that paper, to the effect that the cause of liberty for the Jews of 
the world has been lost sight of in Paris, due to the “nationalist ” agitation, 
and that American Jews must send a delegation to the Paris Peace Conference. 
The cause has finally been heeded by those who signed the petition which the 
Hon. Julius Kahn presented to President Wilson on this subject 
before the President left Washington. A delegation which will co-operate with 
the Joint Foreign Committee of British Jews and the Alliance Israéliie 
Universelle, already represented in Paris, for the practical, constructive purpose 
of laying the case of the Jews of the world before the Peace Conference from 
the point of view of civil, political, religious and economic rights the world 
over, instead of from the Palestinian point of view, is now being organised. A 


THE FUTURE OF PALESTINE. 


WHY not take up at once a FOUNDATION

DR. MAX NORDAU'S WARNING TO ZIONISTS. 


Dr. Max Nordau made a striking reference to the Zionist situaion in a 
letter addressed by him to Mr. L. Rosenthal, a resident of New York. The 
outlook for political Zionism, he stated, was not very bright, as many inside 
and outside the Zionist camp were working to render the British Government's 
Declaration a mere scheme for Jewish immigration into Palestine and for 
building up very slowly a University, thus reverting to old Chovevi-Zionism 
and Achad-Haarmism. 


INDIAN MOHAMMEDANS AND PALESTINE. 

A memorial dealing with the futare of the Turkish Empire in Asia bas been 
submitted to the Secretary of State for Foreign Affairs. Among the signator es 
are the Aga Khan, afd the Rt. Mon. Ameer Ali, C.1.E, a member of the 
Judicial Committee of the Privy Countil. On the subject of Palestine the 
mem says :— 

With regard to the suggested creation of a Jewish State in Palestine, we 
desire to observe that if the Peace Conference were to decide to creaie that 
province into a self-governing State, the entire Mussulman world would resent 
its being placed under any but a Mussulman ruler, whatever other form the 
Government may take. Not only is Jerusalem intimately associated with the 
Mussu!man religion and Mussulman religious traditions, but in the long course 
of fourteen centuries the land has become covered with the memorials of the 
Mussulman faith. To convert it into a Jewish State or to place it undera 
Jewish ruler would be most repugnant fo Mussulman feelings, especially as only 
one-seventh of the population of Palestine is Jewish. History proves that the 
Jews can live in the closest amity with their Mussulman fellow-subjects uncer 
Moslem rulers, and enjoy exceptional privileges not conceded to them even now 
by many European nations.

Soldier-Pioneers for Palestine: The Plea of a Russian-Born. 
From Pte. A. LEVENSTEIN, M.T., A.S.C. 201348, attached 290 Co 
A.T.R.E., B.E.F., France. 
[To THE Epiror.} 

Sir,—As a constant reader of your vValoable journal, I should esteem it 4 
great favour if you will allow me to express my own sentiments regar’'os 
Palestine and what I believe to be the sentiments of the great majority of ('¢ 
Russian-born Jews who have been serving in the British Army, 

As our number reaches some thousands, and considering the services “° 
have rendered to our adopted country within the past four years in every 
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branch of the service, I think that our feelings ought to be considered in a 
matter of such vast importance as the regeneration of our people. 

To start with, let me say that although born in Russia, we have long ago 
severed all connection with ber. To us Russia always stood for the hotbed of 
misery, persecution, and tyranny. We have not the slightest feeling of patriotism 
towards her. We look at the few years we lived in Russia as a misfortune and 
as an expiation for the sins of our fathers, who ought to have emigrated before 
we came into life. Russia is nothing to us. But the land of our adoption is 
our land. We have the loyalty to England of the true-born E glishman. We 
are thankful for our freedom, and in recognition of that freedom we entered the 
British Armies in our thousands and have endured the terrible privations of war 
without amarmur. We have fought in every theatre of the great struggle side 
by side with our English comrades, never flinching from any danger, and have 
gained distinction for merit and courage, which compares favourably as a whole 
with that attained by the best units in the British Army. 

Now, my iotention is not to sing our praise—that is unnecessary; but I 
wish earnestly to plead that we who have been serving in the forces are 
entitled to a hearing in the matter of the settlement of Palestine. Moreover, 
it seems to me that we are entitled to preferential treatment with regard to 
settlemeut in and on the land in Palestine. Enyland and her colonies are 
offering land to returned soldiers. Let England as the Mandatory Power, with 
the Jewish Council that is to be set up, facilitate the process of settling Jews 
who bave been soldiers and are demobilised, on the land in Palestine. Moses 
led the Israelites for forty years through the wilderness, to enable the 
people to justify their ¢’aim to be a nation, to zid his people of the 
spirit of slavery and persecution, and to raise them spiritually, Nay, Moses 
planned and succeeded in remoulding the chdracter of Israel, and from an 
undisciplined mob of born slaves he transformed Israel into a free, liberty- 
loving mation. | 

Some process of elimination is even more necessary now than then. To 
turn the wilderness of Palestine into a land flowing with milk and honey we 
want men. Wedo not want Luftmenschen. and we donot want the MW) Mv 
(members of the congregation of Korah), or Bolsheviks. Let these gentlemen 
stay where they are and share a like fate with their Korab forebears. In short, 
let the pioneers of Palestine be the well-tried and proven men—Anglo-jewish 
soldiers. Whether born here or in Kussia or elsewhere—ihbose who have done 
their duty for England. 

In conclusion I would say a word to our Russian brethren in the Army, 
“Now is the time! This is our ‘Day.’ No matter bow you are financiglly 
situated, rich or poor, make sacrifices, if needed, give up your livelihood, in 
place of toleration, choose national freedom. Think of the future of your 
children and that of the House of Israel and let us pave the way and smooth 
the uneven places for the People Israel! ” 

In the memorable words of our great leader, Dr. Chaim Weizmann: “We 
see the tragedy of Israel dispersed among the nations. We have brought you 
the means of beginning your great redemption, It is at your hand! Will you 
take the means?”

SALIS  _FALK, 


By the death of Mr. Salis Falk, which occurred on the 13th inst., the 
West London Synagogue of British Jews and the Jews’ Deaf and Dumb Home 
lose a devoted member whom his friends and feliow- workers held in affectionare 
esteem for the simple uprighiness of his character Some forty years ago, the 
deceased and his brother, Philip Falk, left Manchester, where they were 
members of the Congregation of Bri:ish Jews, to settle in London, They 
immediately joined the Berkeley Street Synagogue, and became conspicuous for 
the regularity of their attendance. Being a man of particularly modest and 
retiring manners, Salis Falk took no pirt in the manigement of congregational 
allairs. The only institution with which he actively identified himself was the 
Jews’ Deaf and Dumb Home, to which he rendered very valuable service up 
to the time of his death. 

A PULPIT TRIBUTE, 

Preaching last Sabbath at the West London Synagogue, the Rev. Isipore 
Harrissaid: It is my melancholy duty to refer toa loss that we have sustained 
during the past few days. By the death of Salis Fa‘k, our regular Sabbath con- 
gregation is deprived of one of its most familar fipures For the past forty vears, 
until afew weeks ago, when he was stricken with a mortal illness, this venerable 
congregant worshipped with us from Sa! bath to Sabbath, practically without 
intermission. His was truly a remarkable record of assiduous devotion. 
Something like 2,000 attendances at the same place of worship! He belonged 
to that small band of faithful men and women with whom regular attendance 
had become an engrained habit It was the same with another institution 
towards which he evinced a ‘ike single-hearted devotior. I happen to have 
been associated with him in this work, and never do I remember that he failed 
to attend any of its regu’ar meetings until the other day, when a message 
reached us from bis sick bed. And now that he has departed, we can sav of 
bim in the words of Scripture: “ Thou wilt be missed, because thy seat will be 
empty.” He has left behind him an example of steadfast loyalty which 
deserves to be followed, an example of congregational and communal service 
that admonishes us so to do our work in this life that when we go hence we 
shall be missed, because the seat of duty we have regularly occupied will be 
empty.

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SHECHITA BOARD. 


FAILURE OF FROZEN MEAT SCHEME, 


A meeting of the Board of Shechita wa held on Wednesday at the 


offices of the Spanish and Portuguese Synagogue. Mr. J. M. Lissack, 
Vice-President, was io the chair, 


It was decided to postpone the election of a President till the biennial 
election next year. 
A letter was read from the Spanish and Portuguese Congregation declining 


to recognise any liability in respect of the increased expenditure of the Board 
due to war conditions, 


The resignation of Mr. loshua M. Levy, former President of the Board, as 
representative of the Spanish and Portuguese Synagogue, was reported. 

The CHAIRMAN, in submitting the accounts for the half-year ended 
N. vember 8th last, said that, notwithstanding the fact that they concluded the 
period w th a deficit of £1,039 and owed the bank on loan an additional £550, 
the working during the six months had not been uns«tisfsctory. The general 
income exceeded the expenditure by £130 He had already led the Board to 
anticipate that the future would disclose figures still more satisfactory, and that 
was being realised. 

Mr L. Conen drew attention to the fact that the expenditure on 
superannuation was increasing and the funded property was depleted. 

Mr. W. T. LEVIANSKYy said that certain funded property had been sold as 
an emergency measure, and they were under pledge to replace these investments. 

The accounts were adopted, 

The CHAIRMAN submitted proposals by the Executive Committee concerning 
increased remuneration of the officials of the Board. Hestated that the detailed 
Suggestions would involve an additional expenditure of £48 a week, or £2,500 
per annum. 

Mr..W. T. LEVIANSKY said he wished to make it perfectly clear that their 
staff hati not been underpaid. It was within the knowledge of the Board that 
they hed em; loyed a number of men for two or three davs a week only, and 
he did not think any of their employés put in more than 30 hours a week, and 
many only worked 15 hours a week. He could yive the Board instances of 
men who aske! £10, £12, or £20 a week to go to America in connection with 
their frozen meat scheme, saying it would not pay them to go for less Another 
official refused a post as Assistant Reader at £150 a year, though the work 
would not have interfered with his duties for the Hoard. These people had 
other employment. Their emp'oyés were, asa ru'e, not bad!yv paid, and it 
was desired by the Executive Committee that their whole time should now be 
at the disposal of the Board. From that point of view, the salaries to be paid 
now were not too much, and he was glad the Board viewed the proposed 

ncreases favourably. They could do with less emplovés, but that question 
depended on the view of the Ecclesiastical Authorities as to the hours to be 
worked. 

Dayan FELDMAN said that tke question of hours must be dealt with on its 
merits. 

Mr. S. Frost said it was clear that the old system of employment was a 
bad one, and he thought they should strictly adhere to the principle that all 
men acting as shochetim or shomerim should be whole-time employés, 

The CHAIRMAN said that thé Executive Committee had been much 
excercised on the question of unauthorised shochetim, and this question was 
still being dealt with, 

Davan FELDMAN urged that this matter should be specially considered by 
the Executive Committee. 

Mr. S. Moses moved, and Mr. LIoneEL COHEN seconded, that the matter 
be referred to the Ex cutive Committee, 

The CHAIRMAN sard he could not admit that statement. Heattributed the 

i ssue of unsealed poultry to a lack of supervision on the part of tne Ecclesi- 
astical Authorities 

Dayan FELDMAN challenged the Chairman's statement. 

Dayan HILLMAN said that not five per cent. of the kosher poultry was 
being sealed at present. , 

Mr. W, T. LE&VIANSKY drew attention to the enormous quantities of 
poultry that were dealt with in the course of the year. 

- The motion was carried. 


THE FROZEN MEAT SCHEME, 


The CHAIRMAN Said that they had had a good deal of correspondence with 
the Ministry of Food on the question of arranging for the importation of 
kosher frozen meat. They had received the following letter, dated the 2lst 
February, from Mr. Proctor, of the Ministry :-— 

I am directed to acknowledge your letter of the 19th inst., in which you enquire 
whether there is a likelihood of the services of the two men who had been selected to 
oroceed to America in connection with the importation of kosher frozen meat being 
required. Your letter arrived at the moment when a conclusion had been reached in 
connection with the experiments which had been carried out in preparing the meat 
according to your requir ments. The result of these experiments clearly indicates 
that there would be difficulty in securing the meat properly frozen, and that there 
would likely to be further difficulty, on account of its a pearance, in getting it accepted 
by the public, and the Food Controller would feel unable to proceed further with the 
arrangement unless the Board of Shechita is prepared to guarantee to take the meat 
off his hands at the controlle! prices. Unless the Board are prepared to do this, the 
Food Controller has reluctantly to intimate that further steps cannot be taken to secure 
(his meat. 

In these circumstances the Board would recognise that it was not possible 
to proceed with the matter, but there would be sufficient supplies of home-killed 
cattle to last at least till September. 2 


MEAT SUPPLIES FOR PASSOVER, 


Mr. H. BARNETT, representing the Retail Kosher Butchers’ Association, 
asked the Chairman what steps the Board were taking to see that the Jewish 
public received an adequate supply of meat for Passover. That week he had 
received only 25 per.cent. of his allocation, and the previous week only 50 per 
cent. The public wanted to know what the Shechita Board were doing in the 
matter, 

The CHAIRMAN said that he had that day written to the Ministry of Food 
drawing attention to the matter. ; 

Mr. I. LANDAU enquired why they should confine their representations to 
Passover week. 

The CHAIRMAN said that they had met with every consideration at the 
hands of the Food Ministry. They must remember that the Jewish Community 
were only a part of the citizens of this country. They were greatly indebted to 
the Ministry for the kindly and sympathetic way in which they bad been 
treated, 

After various routine business bad been transacted, 

Mr. L. FRANKS moved a vote of thanks to the Chairman for the able way 
in which he had dealt with the difficult questions that had lately come before 
the Board. 

Mr. L. Cowen seconded the vote, which was supported by Mr. W. T, 
LEVIANSKY, Mr. R: Nanon, and Mr. I. Lanpbav. 

Mr. H. BARNETT said. that.the butchers. were specially grateful to Mr, 
Lissack for the trouble he took to meet them in every possible way,

It is pleasing to record that to this Committee, 
SHECHITA BOARD. through its zealous work, combined with the great influence 
commanded by Mr. Laski, the ‘Ministry and the Local Food 
Control Committee have readily shown great consideration to the Board's representa- 
tions, and every possible attention has invariably been afforded to meet the legitimate 
requirements of the Jewish Community. The Board, as the representative Jewish 
body, places on record its full acknowledgment of the sympathetic support and 
generous assistance received at the hands of the authorities. The discharge of com- 
munal obligations assigned to the Board, and the inoreased establishment expenses, 
which, in common with all other organisations, the Board has been called upon to 
meet, had, in consequence of the abporma! times and the extraordinary high prices of 
all commodities, to vote during the past year further and much higher advances to 
officials. The Roard has found it necessary to formulate a scheme whereby an 
“ Emergency Fund” has been instituted, which is proving very satisfactory. Besides 
being of immediate help to meet the demands made upon the Board in conformity with 
the objects of its establishment, it has, more so, enabled the administration to 
discharge its responsibility to the officials in a manner becoming the dignity of a 
public representative body. On the High Festivals, Free Divine Services were, 
as in former years, held under the auspices of the Board at the Derby Hall, 
As a result.of the unusual searcity of cattle and poultry, owing to the abnormal times, 
the Butchers’ and Poultry Revenue have suffered an extraordinary decre+se compared 
with pre-war vears. Thanks to the institution of the “ Emergeney Fund,” the finance 
of the Board is favoucab’y maintained on the side of proeress. The Butchers’ and 
Poultry Revenue for the year amounts to £1,985 5s. “Fmergency Fund” (excluding 
contributions, donations, etc.), amounts to £2,038 2s. 3d. Establishment expenses 
(including war bonus, etc.), amount to £2,850 lls. 11d.,-thus showing that the “ Emer- 
gency Fucd" was contributory to meet the establishment expenses to the exte t of 
£865 6s. 11d. Communal obligations discharged amount to £996 10s. 6d., which 
were paid out of the “ Emergency Fund,” showing a surplus (including special coniti- 
butions and donations, etc.) of £370 17s. 2d., which, with cash in bank (£56 18s. 4d.), 
gives a total of £427 15s 6d. The cot of free burials during the past year has reached 
the high water mark, being no less a sum than £620 16s. This unprecedented cost 
has engaged the serious attention of the administration, and, as a result of the Joint 
Meeting of Executives of Synagogues and the Shechita Board held to con-ider this 
most urgent problem, a Special Committee was appointed, which has continued to 
direct its labours with unflaeging zeal for the establishment of a Communal Burial 
Ground. A practical scheme has been formulated, and a suitable plot of land has been 
secured in the Kersal district. 


The Rev. A. M. Adler took leave of his Manchester friends, in public, at the 
Maccabean Hall last week. The meeting-was attended by the whole of the members 
of the Rumanian Synagogue, and by members of other conere-

SYNAGOGUE, the Synagogue, as a tribute to his work during the past three years. 
Mr. Adier was the founder and President of the Sinai Association 
for Manchester (which also made a presentation to him and Mrs. Adler), and 
Mrs. Adier materially helped by forming a society for young girls. Mr. Adier was for 
eight months Chief Superintending Clerk to the National Service Department of 
Manchester and holds the highest commendations from the authorities for excellent 
work dove. Mr. Adier has taken up his residence in London, and has been appointed 
representative to the Board of Deputies, for the Rumanian Synagogue. 


The Victory Ball held at the Assembly Rooms, Cheetham Hill Road, in aid of the 
funds was a great success. Owing to the untiring efforts of the 
NORTH MANCHESTER ladies and gentlemen who ably astisted, the Society will 
LADIES’ BENEVOLENT benefit substantially from the function. Thanks also to 
SOCIETY. the energetic efforts of Mrs. Siedman, who held a chocolate 
stall avd sold tickets, the whole of the proceeds, about /40, 
helped to swell the funds. 


On Friday afternoon Mrs. Nathan Laski opened a sale of work at St. Luke's School, 
Cheetham, in aid of a Lads’ Home and Shelter for which £5,000 was required. The 
Dean of Manchester presided. Addressing the gathering, Mrs. 
Laski said that it was a great pleasure to her to be present, and 
also a great privilege to be associated with the Dean of Manchester 
to further a scheme of welfare on unsectarian lines. He and she 
represented different denominations, the Dean the Church, and she the Jewish 
Community; but althouch their ritual and creeds differed in ceremonial, yet the 
foundation of their belief was the same. They both believed im the eoodness and 
greatness of God and in the duty they owed to their fellow-creatures. Their aim and 
object in life were the same, to do their best, so that they mivht leave this worlda 
little better than when they entered it. In the reconstruction of ovr national life, 
there could be nothing of greater importance than the welfare of the mother and 
child, and the care of boys afrer school age, to make them fit for their duties as the 
citizens of the future. To that end she appealed to the public generally to help to 
make it possible for the homeless and friendless boys to have c ubs and hostels 
where they could meet the right kind of men who would help to form their character, 
end teach them to have the desire to live a clean life with ambition in the right 
< rection. Mrs. Laski collected a very substantial sum, and was cordially thanked tor

Sir Henry Woop and the Queen's Hali Orchestra achieved a marked success in 
their performance of Brahms’ E minor Symphory No. 4 at the last Queen's Hall 
Symphony Concert which opened with Sir Henry's own arrangement of Purceli's 
suite for orchestra. Miss Carmen Hill, who appeared in the absence of Mme. Karkby 
Lunn, sang two songs by Sibelius, and showed, especially in “ Biack Roses,” an 
abundance of dramatic sympathy. Tcherepnin's C sharp Minor Concerto afforded 
M. Benno Moiseiwitsch an excellent opportunity fer displaying his brilliant technique 
and his power of consecutive thought in difficult and obscure passages. He laid 
particu ar emphasis on the aimost passionate pessimism which seems to distingvish 
the compositions of so many of those belonging to M. Tcherepnin's nationality— 
pethaps a dim foretx«ling of the agonies that lay before their countrymen. The 
other items of the programme were: “Theme with variations and Rondo” from 
Mozart's Serenade No. 10, and the Overture to Waguer's “ Die Meistersioger.” 

AMONG the performers at the Students’ Concert at the Guildhall School of Music, 
on Wednesday week, was a young violinist of unusual ability and technical power. 
His rendering of Arensiy's Serenade and Kreisler's Tambourin Chinois was warmly 
applauded, This lad, Louis Voss, was first discovered as a musician of great promise 
in the vichn class of Cable Street Ceniral School, St. George's-in-the-kast. Fortu- 
nately for the boy, his playing attracted the attention of Lord Devonport, -who 
generously undertook not only to enable Voss to further his studies at the Guildhall 
School of Music but also to provide for his maintenance for a year. So successiu! has 
the result of this year's work been, that Lord Devonport has extended his generosity 
for another twelve months. It is confidently expected that, thanks te this beneficent 


patronage, another violinist of exceptional talent will attain the place which his merit 
deserves. 


“Joy BELLS,” Mr. Albert de Courville’s ninth revue at the Hippodrome, gives 
promise of being as successiul as its predecessors, but considerable pruning wil! be 
necessary to bring the performance at an end ata reasonable hour. The production 
‘$s superb in regard to scenery and dresses. Mr. Frederick Chappeile has provided very 
tuneful music, much of which will become popular. With the humorous element in 
the hands of George Robey and I.eon Errol, with Shirley Kellogg. who sings as 
charmingly as ever, and with such other noted artists as Phy lis Bedell, Dapbne 
Pollard, and Fred Allandale, nothigg has been left undone to afford pleasure to the 
audience. 

THE presence of Mr. John Ireland, who played the piano part in his own Tro 
No. 2» E minor at the Wigmore Ha!!, formed the centre of attraction at the 
‘ Classical” concert on Wednesday afternoon. The Trio is acilever and, in parts, 
beautiful example of modern composition, but it lacks the clear-cut character and 
unity of messaee which are such important factors in musical greatness. The concert 
opened with Brahms’ Quintet in G major Op, lll. M. Yves Tinayre sanga series of 
Ss nes, the dates of composition varying from the eleventh to the twentieth cenwry. 
Perhaps it is net so much his voice as his ability to take a spomtaneous interest in the

JEWISH ANTI-SEMITES. 

Mr. A. Rosenthal, editor of an American publication, the Modern View, 
recently delivered an address “oer there” on anti-Jewish Prejudice, m the 
course of which, the Jewish World states, he said some useful, as well as, to 
our way of thinking, some extremely unwise things. Of the former sort we 
would quote just two extracts: 

“To fight anti-Jewish Prejudice,” declared Mr. Rosenthal, “has often 
invited martyrdom To fear it signifies lack of courage, to conciliate it is 
hypocrisy, and to bear it takes the joy o/ life away.” 

That is neatly put, and the alternatives catalogued give to the Jew, worthy of 
the name, no course other than to fight the ugly monster. We doubt, whether, 
as Mr. Rosenthal asserts, that necessarily invites martyrdom. We believe it is 
the only way to avoid it. ' 

Another good word said by the lecturer was: 

“There is one form of ugly, serious anti-Jewish prejudice that should be 
mentioned with deep sbame. It is the prejudice of Jew against Jew, of Russian 
versus German Jew, of Zionist versus anti-Zionist Jew, of orthodox versus 
reform Jew, of poor Jew versus rich Jew; in fact, of any one Jew who differs 
from another Jew. This’’ . .. is the “‘vilest form of anti-Jewish 
prejudice.” 

Had he been speaking in this country, Mr. Rosenthal would, of course, bave 
denounced, as one of the “vilest forms of anti-Jewish prejudice,” to employ bis
